MISS WILLARD’s WORK ABROAD. 


She Talks About Armenian Relief and 
Other Projects. 


New York, Noy. 7.—(Special. }--Miss Fran- 
cee FE. Willard, President of the World’s 
Woman’s Christian Temperahce Union and 
one of Chicago's best ‘known women, re- 
turned to America this morning on the 
St. Paul, ‘ 

Miss Willard, always a poor sailor, was 
quite ill when she arrived, but was feeling 
comfortable and in good spirits when seen 
this evening at the home of her friend, Mrs. 
Demorest. She spoke entertainingly of her 
work while abroad in the relief o? the 
Armenians. 

“My efforts in Marseilles for the unfortu- 
nate Armenian exiles,” said Miss Willard, 
““were the result of an accident. In my 
Christian Temperance work I have in Lon-_ 
don no other such able second as Lady 
Henry Somerset. But her work is by no 
means the only tie that binds us. Lady 
Henry andI are both ardent wheelwomen. 

“In Beptember last we had planned to 
spend a little holiday together on a bicycle 
trip through Normandy. We had crossed to 
Paris and were on the eve of departure when 
a French paper gave us news of the Ar- 
menians’ arrival in Marseilles. 

‘We gave up our pleasure trip at once 
and went straight to Marseilles to find out 
what we could do for the refugees. There 
were 800 or 400, They were mostly young, 
active men, and they were in an absolutely 
destitute condition. The first thing we did 
was to find out what Armenians liked to eat 
and to prepare an enormous supper for them. 
And I may add they did full justice to it. 

“And then our appeals for help had a 
ready response, mostly from America and 
England.. Funds came in very fast, and we 
have now the joy of knowing every one of 
these poor people is provided for.’

GEN. GARCIA CAPTURES A BIG TOWN. 


Guaymara Surrenders to the Insur- 
gents After a Hard Struggie— 
Important Victory. 

Key West, Fla., Nov. 7.—The siege and 
capture of Guaymara, which has been re- 
ported here, is regarded by local Cubans as 
being of great importance. The town is 
said to have been recently invested and 

taken by Gen. Calixto Garcia. 

Guaymara was formerly a large town 
situated \on the highway from Santiago de 
Cuba. It was entirely burned during the 
ten years’ war, but was ‘largely reconstruct- 
ed after the war. 

Gen. Calixto Garcia, with a column of 
5.000 men, all well armed, came ,ex- 
pressly from the vicinity of Las Tunas to 
attack and besiege the fortifications of 
Gthaymara: After a ten days’ siege, Fort 
Kus; commanded by a First Sergeant, was 
surrounded by the Cubans and captured. 
It was afterwards retaken by a Spanish 
Captain. 

After four days’ siege and an incessant 
bombardment,. the ammunition failing, 
the fortifications partly destroyed, the 
troops without water, the officers seriously 
wounded and unable to command, eight of 
the soldiers dead and over twenty wounded, 
the town and the fortifications surrendered 
to the insurgents.

FILIBUSTERING STEAMERS ~ ACTIVE. 


Mysterious Movements of the Dama- 
tecus and the Three Friends on 
the Florida Coast. 


Jacksonville, Fla., Nov. 7.—{Special.]— 
The steamer Dauntless, seizéd by the Col- 
lector of Customs at Fernandina for violat- 
ing navigation laws by not carrying a suffi- 


cient number of lifeboats, has, it is alleged, + 


gone to Brunswick, Ga., to ‘engage in the 
towing business. 

The government officials are suspicious of 
the alleged fillibuster, and today as soon as 
the revenue cutter Colfax: arrived here in 
charge of Capt. Herring, the cutter Boutwell 
at once took on coal and started in pursuit 
of the Dauntless. 

In an hour after the Boutwell crossed the 
bar the fillibustering steamer Three Friends 
left its dock and crossed the bar After dark. 
It had on board three weeks’ supply of coal. 
The Three Friends was closely followed by 
the steamer Kate Spencer, which has sev- 
eral times carried out cargoes of arms and 
ammunition for the Three Friends. 

The United States cruiser Raleigh has been 
ordered from Key West to the St. Johns 
bar to watch for fillibustering expeditions. 
It is expected on Sunday morning.

Of course, I am not interested 
but I suppose the rights of my niece are ab- 
solute, and cannot be divided. Gen. Tor- 
rence’s life is an open book. There has been 
no concealment of anything, and there ought 
to be no difficulty In getting at the merits of 
such a claim. I know nothing about it. 

:What I dd know is that Gen. Torrence was a 

great favorite tn: our family, and we are 
loyal to his memory, but of his life before 
he came into our family I Know little or 
nothing.”’

Boston, Mass., Nov. 7.—[{Special.]—Before 
the game and before the crowd, the*huge 
new wooden stands resembled monstrous 
constructions of the Northwestern lumber 
region, but soon black clumps of people be- 
gan to dot. these great slanting e ses 
and the crimson flags of Harvard flashed 
here and everywhere.

HARD STRUGGLE FROM THE FIRST. 


How Old Nassau Downed the Wearers 
ef the Crimson. 

Cambridge, Mass., Nov. 7.—[{Special.}— 
Harvard's sun fell behind Soldier’s Field in 
a golden giory tonight. Little was there of 
the crimson. All: was the glistening yellow 
of Old Nassau streaked with gathering 
shadows of black; for the athletes of fair 
Harvard lay vanquished on a field nobly 
fought by the hosts of Princeton. 

It had been heroic football. Harvard had 
failed to count. Old Nassau had tallied 
twelve points. No panorama of brilliant 
rushes or long dives through masses of op; 
ponents had thrilled the noisy thousands. 
Only one stood out from the well played 
game. It was Reiter. His corkscrew twist of 
thirty-six yards, ziggagging a sinuous way 
past the powerful tackles of Harvard, was 
the memorable effort that scored the first 
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Princeton, 12; Harvard, 0.

The crippled condition of the Harvard 
team had been heralded with some industry, 
but in the next few rushes she began to ap- 

r more formidable than one would have 
judged from the rumors. The crimson forced 
the stripes into their country. Crowdis was 
hurt, then Church was hurt, and after 
pauses to enable these men to recover 
Princetén evidently decided to gain some- 
thing. Out of the swaying mass came Kelly 
for a brilliant run, and a Princeton roar 
banged Into the sky. The experts, coachers, 
and substitutes on-the Side lines, crouching 
forward in strained poses, called out eager- 
ly: ** Now, Princeton!

Dunlop’s Good Gain. 

Dunlop flashed through Princeton’s tackle 
for a good gain, and for some time afterward 
the fight raged in the middle of the field. If 
fate was anywhere it seemed to be with Har- 
vard. Brown, the full back, kicked carly 
and often, and the wind washisslave. Soon 
Princeton was obliged to make a stern and 
stubborn stand-near her goal line. The sav- 
age hammering of the Harvard backs could 
not move her there, and Baird whirled this 
terrible bit of leather into a more peaceful 
neighborhood. Here the ferocious Dunlop 
discouraged the chrysanthemums by whist- 
ling through the Princeton line like a har- 
poon, but they discouraged him presently. 
The battle was again in Princéton’s danger 
precinct, but finally a kick by the steady and 
immovable Baird carried it far toward Har- 
vard’s goal, ahd the singular fates that rule 
the game swung the chances into Princeton's 
hands. 

Then the crimson came to defend the 
walls of its city of success, and the chrys- 
anthemums in the stand threw a series of 
convulsions. The campaign toward the Har- 
vard goal was almost Roman, but Har- 
vard flung back the invaders, and Doucette 
carried the ball to the same old middle of the 
field. And until the end of the half these 
two groups of sorted canvas figures flung 
themselves together and bucked and crushed 
with mutual obstruction and advantage, but 
with no scoring. 

During the intermission the Harvard ela- 
tion deveioped in songs and cheers. The 
great living hillsides flared with crimson 
and the college band played one of Sousa’: 
marches. 

‘“‘ Bet you fifty to thirty we win,” said a 
Harvard man at the side lines. The Frince- 
ton coachers and substitutes were saying to 
théir men: ‘* Never mind, boys: wait uniil 
the next half. Wait until we get ithe wind 
with us.” 

Harvardites Get Reckless. 

At .the Seginning of the second half the 
teams exchanged kicks, and Baird, relieved 
of the wind’s objections, began to complete- 
ly outpunt the Harvard back. The game 
proceeded without much noise from the gi- 
gantic crowd. ‘The fortunes of the game 
changed too easily. The situation was too 
harrowing. Baird, however, awakened the 
Princeton legions by a kick of. quite fifty- 
five yards, and the thousands of Harvard ad- 
herents broke forth in a long and doleful 
groan as the oval soared high. Harvard's 
kicking standard was lowered to Bair.l. 
Cabot, the Harvard end, went out of the 
game and Arthur Brewer took his place. A 
messenger. boy said: ! 

*‘Say,.is that Arthur?” 

“ Yes,"’ said another messenger boy. 

‘Well, you just watch Arthur,” said the 
first boy. “ Just watch Arthur.” . 

Quick Touchdown Is Made. 


The messenger boy had but concluded this 
encomium when the bail went into play, and 
Bannard, the Prin@eton quarter back, went 
through Harvard like a skyrocket. He 
swept Brewer heels over head and swung 
through and around Harvard’s back. Reiter 
got the ball, and after a long and gallant run, 
aided by faithful interference, he went over 
the line to secure a touchdown for Pfinceton. 

The Harvard fags were dead, the Harvard 
throats were silent. Every one.in the crim- 
son stands. might have been undergoing a 
surgical operation. 

But the Princeton crowd, minute. propeor- 
tionately, made havoc of the ears of the 
people across the bay in Boston, They 
howled and roared and raged. The enthu- 
siasm of the orange and bjack for their team 
and their Reiter went to that acute stage 
which is almost the verge of tears... A 
shadow of dusk came over the men at this 
time’to cover a grim time for Harvard. The 
Princeton team seemed more swift and

MICHIGAN DEFEATS MINNESOTA B 
. & SINGLE GOAL. 


In Playing the Opposing Elevens Show 
Themselves Evenly Matched, the 
Narrow Margin by Which the Wol- 
verines Won Not Indicating Any 
Superiority in Their Work—Each 
Side Scores a Touchdown, but Ann 
Arbor Sends the Ball Over the Bar. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Nov. 7.—{Special.]— 
! It was not only the greatest football game of 
the year at Minneapolis, but it was also one 
of the greatest games ever played in the 
Northwest, and it practically settled the 
championship of the West for 1896. 

It was a contest replete with brilliant plays 
and’ was exciting and unsettled up to the 
very last minute. It was a game full of sur- 
prises, for at the start it was generally 
thought that Michigan had a team that was 
vastly superior to the Minnesota aggrega- 
tion, and few among the rooters for the 
Gophers dared hope’for a victory. If the 
game Was close it would be all that the local 
rooters would ask. 

When, at the very last moment, the Min- 
nesota players had the visitors on the run 
and there was every indication that the 
Gophers would score the third touchdown 
of the game and win a tremendous victory, 
they had to concede they were being out- 
played. Such @ lively, snappy, and success- 
ful game as the Minhesota team played in 
the last half was something they never 


stem the tide that was fast setting against 
them. 

It was almost by a fluke that they saved 
themselves from ignominous defeat and 
turned the enthusiasm of 5,000 enthusiastic 


towards the MicKigan goal. It is un#is- 
puted that*the Minnesota team played the 
best game in its history and it is as gener- 
ally conceded that the Minnesota team oul- 
played the Wolverines all through the 
game. 

The game proved the mettle of the instfi- 
tutions represented and was without doubt 
one of the best games to be played between 
American colleges during the '96 season. 


Beaten but Not Disgraced. 

Beaten, but not disgraced, was the mes- 
sage of the Gophers’ champions to their 
filma mater. Beaten by a score which 
shows them the full equals of their op- 
ponents. Rave 

The day was typical, if not ideal, for a 
great game of football. A snowy mist was 
falling during the entire afternoon, but this 
was no worse than the drizzling rain which 
is recognized as an aceompaniment of an 
annual Bastern game. The air was chilly, 
but no veins were so sluggish that the ex- 
citement of the occasion did not apply the 
additional warmth. The fleld was slippery, 
and this furnished an element of uncertainty 
in the outcome of the game. None of these 
things, however, seemed to have any effect 
upon the playing of the game, and from 
first to last scarcely a poor play was made 
on either side. 

It was just 3 p. m. when ihe Minnesota 
team appeared on the field, and only a few 
minutes intervened before the team from 
the other State showed up. Pach was greet- 
ed with. prolonged cheering from the rooters, 
Michigan accompanying its cheers with a 
big car bell. : 

After a little preliminary parieying over 
the ground rules the toss was made, and 
Harrtgon of Minnkesota won and took 
the wind. Caley kicked off for Michigan, 
and the great game for the championship 
of the West Was on. 

Harrison caught the ball and traveled 
ten yards before being downed. Loomis 
started the act by making eight yards 
around right end. Then a couple of fum- 
bles occurred, and things looked bad for 
the Gophers, as Michigan got the ball on the 
second fumble.

He ran five ydrds, 
being downed by Scandrett. The plucky end 
was laid out in the effort, and had to leave, 
Clint Walker going in. Caley hit up the 
left end for three yards. That was all that 
could be done, so Duffy kicked. 

Again it was Cole’s ball, this time at the 
forty-yard line. Loomis made a gain of 
seven yards around the right end. Young 
Smith could not do it, and then Harding 
tried an impromptu trick, Which did rot 
work as well as it might, for the big guard 
only made two yards. It being third down, 
Loomis kicked to Ferbert, and Duffy re- 
turned to Loomis at the twenty-five-yard 
line on Minnesota’s Half of the field. The 
opponents were steadily coming up the field. 
Minnesota had had enough of short gains 
for a time, so Cole took the ball on a double 
pass. The light little quarter was good for 
thirty yards. 


Harding Breaks Through. 


Harding did some more smashing and 
made two, young Smith was: found three 
yards ahead after being given the ball, 
and Finlayson brought the ball two nearer 
the coveted goalline. Michigan took a brace 
about this time and was ready to stop every- 
thing in sight. They did. not vount on 
Hinkey Harrison, however, and when the 
mélée was over the long left end was safely 
over the goal line, and Michigan had been 
scored on for the first time this year. 

Harrison kicked out to Loomis, and then 
a peiepe ee took place over the position to be 
occupied by the Michigan team.- The officials 
decided that Michigan must line up within 
ten yards of the place of holding the catch. 
That settled Minnesota’s -chances of kick- 
ing goal, for Harrison’s try was blocked be- 
fore it could reach the goal. Score, éto 4, for 
the Wolverines. 

Duffy kicked off for touchback, and Loomis 
kicked out from the twenty-five vard line. 
On the first attempt to gain the Michigan 
team lost five yards on a fumble. It was 
now getting so dark that the players could 
with difficulty be distinguished. Duffy 
kicked to one side, Loomis getting the ball. 
A fumble made second down, and Smith tried 
to regain it, but he only made four yards. 
Loomis kicked to Duffy at Michigan’s forty- 
five yard line. Parry broke through and 
tackled the runners on the next play, mak- 
ing a loss of five yards. Michigan next at- 
tempted to kick, but Minnesota’s guards 
broke through and blocked the full back for 
ten yards’ more loss. 

Duffy again tried it, Loomis getting the 
ball at the thirty-yard line. Minnesota’s 
full back covered fifteen yards before being 
stopped, Harrison found the right end easy 
for fifteen more, and there were good pros- 
pects of Minnesota winning the ganie yet. 
Parry and Finlayson found holes in the 
line for four yards, and then Loornis could 
not be contented with anything less than 
twenty around the right end. Loomis cir- 
cled it again for twelve. 


Second Score Possible. 


A plunge through the center brought him 
and the ball to Michigan's eighteen-yard 
line. Loomis tried the end again for a short 
gain, and then Harrison took a hand at the 
business, making five. Smith then tried it, 
but he was caught by the now thoroughly 
scared Wolverines and three yards’ loss was 
ehecked up. The ball went to Michigan at 
its ten-yard line. They made two hard 
trials and it looked as if Minnesota would 
get the ball in time to make that touch- 
down, but Villa took a hard plunge Into the 
line and made the five yards.

Probable Confitet of Authority 
Jefferson County and the United 
States Districts Courts.

Topeka, Kas., Nov. 7.—[Special.}—There 
probably will be a conflict of authority be- 
tween the United States District Court and 
the Jefferson County, Kase., Court 
in the matter of the new Santa Fé receiver- 
ship. 

The Santa Fé property is practically out 
of the hands of the Federal Court, yet all 
the terms of the decree have not been com- 
plied with. The decree was to the effect that 
the new Santa Fé company should pay all 
cliaims against the old company not paid out 
ofthe preceeds of the sale of the road. 

Eugene 8. Quinton of this city still holds 
the office of Special Master in the Santa Fé 
case, and there are now several unpatd 


for examination. It ts said that on this 
account the Federal court has a sufficient 
hold on the road to interfere in a proceed- 
ing suit, as was instituted in Judge Myers 
court last Thursday. ; 

General Solicitor E. D. Kenna and Robert 
Dunlap of Chicago, Garner Lathrop of Kan- 
sas City, and General Attorney A. A. Murd 
of Topeka, representing the Santa Fé law 
department, held a conference in this city 
today and talked the matter over. . Mr. 
Hurd said tonight that it had been decided 
to go before Judge Myers and ask him to va- 
cate the order appointing a receiver. THis 
will be done as soon as the notice of the re- 
ceivership is served on the road. The no- 
tice cannot be served till Receiver Johnson 
qualifies. 

‘A telegram from Oskaloosa says that 
Johnson returned from St. Louis today an 
will qualify Monday. The usual summon 
of suit has been served on the Santa Fé sta- 
tion agent at Valley Falls and on Treasurer 
Edward Wilder. Mr. Hurd declined to state 
what the company would do in the event of 
Judge Myers’ refusal to vacate the order, 
but it is learned from reliable sources that 
the second step, if a second step is neces- 
sary, will be to apply to the eral Court 
for a writ of prohibition to prevent the exe- 
cution of Judge Myers’ order.

RACING PROPLE PONDERING ON A BILL 


Legislative Sanction Will Be Asked 
for a Thirty-Day Season at Each 
of the Tracks.

The racing people are already exerting 
themselves that they may gain some sort 
of a concession from the next Legislature. 
A bill will be introduced in their behalf, but 
from the tone of those who are agitating the 
subject it will be different from the“ wide- 
open’ Humphrey bill, which was so bedly 
beaten at the last session, 

They have learned that they can at best 
avail little against a strong public sentiment, 
and so they will be gled to take whatever 
the Legislature chooses to give them, so 
long as it will be permission to keep the 
tracks, in which they now have their money 
invested, open each year for a brief season. 

It is understood that Hankins and the old 
sporting circle will remain in the back- 
ground, and leave it to others, who enjoy 
good racing, but have never been concerned 
in any of the discredited enterprises of the 
past. They will plead that the sport is 
one in which “mie every one finds a pleas- 
ure, providing it conducted along lines 
that cannot be questioned; and will ask that 
each track be permitted to remain open for 
a season of thirty days. No foreign book or 
pool-room accompaniments will be allowed. 

Such a licensing bill would be highly satis- 
factory to all but the most advanced patrons 
of racing; for there are tracks enough in the 
immediate vicinity of Chicago to cover the 


whole racing season, if each had a thirty- 
day season.

VAN DOOZER’S ‘MEN HAVE A HARD 
‘STRUGGLE WITH ILLINOIS.

Referee Wrenn Characterizes the Con- 
test as the Fihest Exhibition of 
Football He Has Ever Seen on a 
Western Field—Remarkable Defen- 
sive Work Is Shdwn by the Cham- 
pafgn Men, and in This Respect the 
Visiting Eleven Is Outplayed. 


Northwestern added one more victory yes- 
terday to its rapidly increasing list by de- 


feating the University of Illinois at Cham- ° 


paign by a score of 10 to 4. 

It was the first time Northwestern had 
ever beaten the University of Illinois, and 
it was the first time in three years that the 
latter team has 
grounds, 

The history of the game is that of one 
long drawn out, flercely and stubbornly 
fought battle, probably one of the best ever 
seen in the West. Up to within ninety sec- 
onds of the close of the second half it was 
anybody’s game, but the close was as bril- 
liant as the preceding fight had been fierce. 

With the score 6 to 4 in favor of North- 
western, with the ball within twenty yards 
of Northwestern’s goal, with the Evanston 
rooters breathlessly hoping for time to be 
called, and the Illinois players anxious for 
one more chance at the ball, Potter slipped 
through the Illinois line and with a brilliant 
dash sped down the fiel@ for ninety yards 
and a touchdown and certain victory. 


Potter's Great Run. 

That run of Potter’s will ever stand out 
in bold relief as the feature of the North- 
western-lllinocis game of ‘D6. Hunter, 
Northwestern quarter back, slipped through 
the Illinois line ahead of the runner and 
cleared the way, of the first man who dared 
oppose the fleet sprinter’s progress. Only 
two more Illinois men got near enough to 
be dangerous and from both of these Pot- 
ter slipped away. . 

The pent-up enthusiasm of the hundreds 
of Evanston rooters broke loose as their 
favorite widened the gap between himself 
and his pursuers, and when he turned about 
in his flight and waved his arm in defilance 
to his opponents and in token of victory t? 
his friends, the crowd broke all bounds and 
ran. 

Before the Evanston team could reach 
their half back a hundred followers of the 
purple were about him crazy with enthusi- 
asm and joy. It was minutes before the 
field could be cleared for a try at goal, and 
when Van failed in thie try the game was 
practically over. The kickoff and few rush- 
es which were played thereafter were sim- 
ply as a matter of form. ; 

The Northwestern team went to Cham- 
paign Friday night in a special car and the 
supporters of the team, including students. 
Evanstonians, and twelve professors, fol- 
lowed in.a special train yesterday morning: 
this constituted the greatest crowd of 
Northwestern people which ever attended 
a college game so far away from Evanston. 

According to Referee Wrenn of Harvard 
the game was the finest he had ever seen 
on a Western field, and Wrenn has seen 
some good Western games. Roger Sher- 
man, the umpire, expressed a si ar opin- 
ion, declaring he had never witnessed such 
an exhibition of remarkable defensive play 
by two teams in all of his experience on 
Western football fields. This defensive work 
is worthy of note. : 

Time and again each team compelled the 
other to punt; twice Northwestern lost the 
ball on downs and gained it in the same 
way six times from Illinois. On both sides 
the half backs would pound away at the 
line, frequently without any gain what- 
ever,-and more frequently with gains of but 
one or two yards. 

The Eastern trick of the defensive eleven 
plunging at the line the minute the other 
side snaps the ball was shown to perfec- 
tion, and with no little effectiveness was 
the trick tried by both sides. 

The slippery condition of the fleld pre- 
vented an open game, and. the ends scarcely 
had a chance to show of what kind of ma- 
terial they were composed. Seiberts, how- 
ever, made a number of brilliant tackles 
behind his opponents’ line in defensive work, 
and the Illinois ends put a quietus on sev- 
eral attempts on the part of Northwestern 
backs to make gains through their territory. 
Perry, who took Gloss’ place in the last 
half, had considerable difficulty with cer- 
tain end rushes of the Illinois team. 


Good Defensive by Illinois. 


These particular rushes deserve mention. 
By them Illinois gained ground repeatedly. 
A back with two men for interferers would 
make for the end. Both men in the interfer- 
ence would take care of the opposite end. 
All the rest of the line would mass behind 
the runner, with the effect of either making 
a big hole between tackle and end through 
which the runner would be pushed, or a 
whirling movement Would be started which 
was almost as effective in advancing the 
ball. This movement was tried oftenest 
around Perry’s end and furnished a prob- 
lem which at times he was unable to solve. 
His effectiveness at other times, however, 
more than offset this trouble. 

The characteristics of this end rush on the 
part of the Illinois eleven were also seen in 
their other plays. When Northwestern 
would make a hole and send a man through 
Champaign would make a hole for three or 
four men and send them all through. 

Northwestern backs would dive and plunge 
through the line almost unprotected, while 
Illinois runners would make their line gains 
with everybody mixed up in the play. 

Potter made the opening play by kicking 
off for Northwestern. He did so to the 
music of 200 or more voices tuned by 
expectancy and confidence, and hurled for- 
ward by Potter’s toe and this volume of 
noise, the pigskin flew well down toward 
the IHinois goal, 

liiinois almost immediateiy réturned the 
kick, and, with the ball at Illinois’ thirty- 
five-yard line, Van Doozer, Potter, and 
Sloan began a steady charge on the Illinois 
and little by little the ball was pushed to- 
ward the goal. Van Doozer fumbled it once, 
but Golden fell on it and finally Van Doozer 
was pushed across the goal line for the first 
touchdowh. He was high in the air when 
he crossed the line, lifted lily by the 
struggling lines. But five ai. a half min- 
utes of play had ensued when the first score 
was made. Van Doozer kicked an easy goal 
and confidence increased to no little extent 
among the purple bedecked rooters on the 
side lines and on the bleachers. 


Confidence Is Restored. 


That confidence .was soon to give away to 
upprehension. Sloan caught Forbes’ kick- 
off at the 15-yard line and Van Doozer’s men 
began again what was hoped to be another 
grand charge on the enemy’s goal. 

But Illinois already had shown unexpected 
strength in defense, and it begun to be felt 
again immediately. The terrific plunges of 
Potter and Van Doozer were stopped with but 
two or three yards’ gain each, and finally 
Potter fumbled at the center of the field. 

A Ain by Burkland, ten yards for holding 
in the line by Northwestern, and Coffeen’s 
punt, left the ball five yards from North- 
western’s goal yet in Evanston hand. Pot- 
ter ran around the end for ten yards and 
then Northwestern lost it on downs, and re- 
gained it a moment later in the same way, 
with but seven and one-half yards between 
Illinois and a touchdown. Potter dropped 
the ball at this critical moment, and the 
opportunity was too good for Illinois to lose. 
Four rushes and Burkliand lunged across the 
line with the ball. Forbes failed of goal, and 
to the end o@halfit remained 6 to 4. 

In the second half, from the time Forbes 
kicked off to Golden at Northwestern’s 
twenty-five-yard line, the ball was in pur- 
ple territory almost continually. Only once 
or twice the ball passed the center of the 
field, and then on long punts by Van Loozer. 

Three times Illinois forced the ball to the 
fifteen-yard line, once even beyond, and three 
times with a marvelous display of defensive 
work, Northwestern rallied, stopped all 
progress, got the ball on downs or fumbles, 
and sent the Tilinois men back to regions 
further distant from victory, either by vigor- 
ous kicking, or hard, hard rushing, that

SEA WALL WILL GIVE PURE WATER. 


Engineer Mabbs Explains Advantages 
of His Plan Over Tunnel Extension 
and Intercepting Sewers. 


The appointment by Mayor Swift of a 
commission to investigate the city water 
supply has revived interest In the plan to 
separate the intakes from the sources of 
pollution by means of a sea wall. This plan 
was originated by John Mabbs, engineer for 
the Board of Trade, formerly in the City 
Public Works service. Mr. Mabbs published 
his ideas in a letter to THE TRIBUNE on Oct. 
17 last. Since then he has received numer- 
ous letters from engineers in this city and 
elsewhere congratulating him on the practi- 
cability and simplicity of his plan, 
and indorsing it as the most feasible 
method of securing an unpolluted water 
supply for all time to come. 

Mr. Mabbs criticises the intercepting sewer 
plan as costly and inadequate, and character- 
izes the extension of the tunnels to a four- 
mile limit as a waste of money with abso- 
lutely no hope for results. 

“It will,” he said, “take only a littl 
longer for our sewage to reach the four-mile 
crib than the present two-mile crib—indeed 
the water taken in at the four-mile crib is 
not infrequently polluted now. The exten- 
sion of the tunnels is extremely costly and 
hazardous, and the relief inadequate at all 
times would be obtained only after a long 
time and would soon be practically nil.

The amount of sew- 
age dumped into the lake through the Cal- 
umet River is enormous and will increase in 
volume year by year. 

“The refuse from the Hammond slaugh- 
ter-houses and a number of great indubtrial 
plants in South Chicago is immense, and the 
population of the southern end of the city 
will doubtless grow steadily during the next 
ten years. Already South Chicago, Pull- 
man, Kensington, Harvey, Hammond, and 
a number of other places in the Calumet 
Basin have a large population, and unless 
something is done to keep the sewage from 
this district from reaching the intakes it 
would help little to carry off the sewage of 


e } Hyde Park and Englewood by means of in- 


tercepting sewers. 

“ The plan I present is to perfectly separate 
the sewage from the water supply by means 
of a sea wall. This plan will accomplish the 
desired results in half the time and for less 
than half the money that will be required 
by either of the other plans. This plan is 
based upon the supposition that the city 
can have the brokem rock. that has come 
out of the drainage canal; this rock, with a 
proper equipmént of low dump cars and 
suitable dump scows, can be put into this sea 
wall as cheaply as an ordinary railroad fill 
can be made. There ts rock enough now on 
the banks of the canal to make twelve miles 
of this sea wall. This wall is proposed to 


be 110 feet broad on the bottom, 20 feet on ) 


tep, and 30 feet deep. 

“ When the canal is finished (if the broken 
rock did not occupy any more space than be- 
fore it was broken) there would be enough 
to build over eighteen miles of this sea wall, 
and by locating this sea wall nearly in line 
with the two-mile crib or intake, just run- 
ning it a little inside of them, leaving the 
cribs or intakes on the sea side of the wall— 
and this wall-can be started and prosecuted 
for its entire length at the same time—the 
only limit to fts completion would be the 
limit of transportation of the filling. 

“This sea wall would make a most mag- 
nificent harbor of refuge, which we are badly 
in need of and which has cost the govern- 
ment hundreds of thousands of dollars, and 
at the present time this harbor is less than 
a mile square But this new, harbor, thus 
made by this sea wall, would contain over 
twenty-four square miles and would be 
for all time to come, and would be accessible 
to vessels under heavy gales from the north 
and east, which are so perilous to this shore. 
This sea wall should extend south beyond 
the mouth of the Calumet River and north 
beyond Evanston, Another point in this 
connection is during its construction to put 
in ice guards, which can be built at the same 
time around the cribs, so as to prevent the 
danger of our intakes being blockaded by

Canton, O., Nov. 7.—Much as President- 
elect McKinley has desired to get his wife 
from the excitement about his Canton home 
it was decided this evening that it was best 
for Mrs., McKinley not to attempt the trip 
to Cleveland before Wednesday or Thurs- 
day of next week.

SUPREME AND APPELLATE CLERKS 


SNIVELY AND JONES DEFEATED. 


| Estimating Results on the Vote on the 


Head of the Ticket, They Accept 


Congratulations Only to Find They | 


Are Probably Buried Under an 
Avalanche of 3,000 or More Votes 
for Their Opponents—McKinley Is 
Now Ahead 456 Votes in Kentucky. 


Springfield, Ill., Nov. 7.—[Special.]—It was 
discovered here tonight, to the surprise of 
everybody, and especially of those most im- 
mediately concerned, *hat Ethan Allen 
Snively and George W. Jones, the present 
Clerks of the Supreme and Appellate Courts 


in this district, have been defeated for re-' 


lection by their Republican opponents, Capt. 
A. D. Cadwallader of Lincoln, and W. C. 
Hippard of Marshall, Clark County. 

Judging from the returns upon the head 
of the ticket from the thirty-five counties 
composing these court districts, it had been 
believed that Messrs. Snively and Jones were 
reélected, and they have been recefving con- 
gratulations accordingly. 

Detailed returns, however, of the votes 
caat for the candidates for those two offices, 
collected by the Republican candidates, while 
not official as to all of the counties, show 
that the latter have both been elected by 
good pluralities, amounting to from 2,000 
to 8,000. 

Mr. Snively has been Clerk of the Supreme 
Court in this grand division for the last 
twelve years, while Mr. Jones has been 
Clerk of the Appellate Court for the Third 
District ever since it was created. The latter 
is the father of First Assistant Postmaster- 
General Frank H, Jones. 

Capt. Cadwallader is a one-armed veteran, 
who has been prominent in Grand Army 
circles, and Mr. Hippard is a young man 
who has been an active Republican worker 
in his section of‘the State. 

Speaking of the result tonight Mr. Snively 
said: ‘If the returns in the morning papers 
are correct Mr. Jones and myself are un- 
doubtedly defeated. While we will in nearly 
every instance have a larger vote than tr .

KENTUCKY APPEARS TO BE SAFE. 


Curious Complication May Give Bryan 
One Electoral Vote. 

Louisville, Ky., Nov. 7.—[Special.}—Ken- 
tucky is on the McKinley side of the column. 
*Official returns from 111 counties and relia- 
ble unofficial figures from the remaining 
eight counties give McKinley a plurality of 
456. The official figures from the remaining 
counties are more likely to increase rather 
than decrease this figure, but In any event 
the change will be slight. 

The official count has. made no change in 
the Congressional eleetions, and the varia- 
tions have about offset edch other. 

The siiver Democrats today still claimed 
the State, but closed their headquarters this 
evening. The figures here given are those of 
Republican Chairman Roberts, and aré con- 
firmed by the newspaper returns, 

The following is from Republican Chair- 
man Roberts: 

“Kemtucky has gone Republican for the 
first time in its history in a Presidential 
year. Complete official returns from 111 
counties, and reliable unofficial returns from 
the other eight counties, give McKinley 456 
plurality. Four years ago the State gave 
Cleveland 40,000 plurality over Harrison, 
and gave Weaver, the Populist candidate, 
23,500 votes. The fusion of Democrats and 
Populists this year was complete, and the 
victory for McKinley means, therefore, a 
reversal of 64,000 votes, based on the figures 
of 1802. 

** Our silver friends make a great ado over 
2,000 Republican gain in the Eleventh Dis- 
trict, but see nothing remarkable in a gain 
of 2,000 Demoeratic plurality in a single 
county in the First District. They also affect 
surprise that the Republican State commit- 
tee has been sticking to its claim of 400 to 
600 plurality for McKinley in spite of the 
discovery of great errors against Bryan in 
Hardin, Fayette, Calloway, and other coun- 
ties, and say that whenever Bryan made a 
gain in this way I sent a cipher dispatch 
to the Eleventh District for a correspond- 
ing addition to the McKinley plurality.

FIRE A CANNON AT BRYAN’S PICTURE. 


Excited Ratifyers at West Indianapolis 
Commit a Great Offense. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 7.—[Special.]—In 
the excitement of a ratification at West In. 
dianapolis, a suburb across the rivér, a 
party of jollifiers fired a cannon at Bryan’s 
picture gtill hanging in the window of John 
Losh’s residence and partly demolished the 
house. 

Tonight Benjamin Grant, a carpenter, and 
William Reagan, a.plasterer, both middle- 
aged men, are under $1,000 bonds for the 
crime, and will be tried next Tuesday. The 
Republicans of the suburb got hold of an old 
cannon and began firing it along one of the 
principal streets, in front of the residence of 
every Democrat along the way. At the 
home of Johy Losh, in Arbor avenue, Bryan's 
picture was still hanging in a front window. 
Mrs. Losh and a little girl were sick in the 
house, and an older daughter came out to 
request the men not to fire any more in that 
neighborhood, 

Some one in the crowd demanded that she 
og a Bryan’s picture, but the girl re- 
fused. 

* Then blow it down,” shouted several of 
the excited men, and those manning the can- 
non proceeded to thoughtlessly carry out 
the order. They pulled the cannon onto the 
lawn and ghot directly at the window, 
smashing it to splinters and demolishing the 
interior. The sick mother and child were in 
another room, and both suffered severely 
from the shock. Mrs. Losh’s condition is 
reported serious. The crowd then pulled the 
cannon down the street, where they were 
followed by Mr. Losh and officers, who ar- 
rested the two named above. 

At their preliminary hearing one of the 
men explained: ‘‘ Well, we did not mean 
any harm, but: I guess the County com- 
mittee will pay. our fine.’”’ The Republican 
committee, however, says it will have noth- 
ing to do with the case.

They maintain that this State, as one of 
leading influence among the group of States 
in the Middle West, is entitled to recogni- 
tion. 


It is argued that Minnesota may expect, 
not as a reward for past fealty but for the in- 
terest of the party in general, that she will 
be recognized in the make-up of the Cabinet. 
Newspapers in this city have already taken 
hold of the subject, and are championing the 
claims of the State for recognition. 

Among leading Republicans the name of 
William R. Merriam has been mentioned fre- 
quently of late as that of the persen most 
likely to represent Minnesota in the Cabinet, 
if a Cabinet appointment falls to this State. 

That Mr. Merriam stands as good a show 
as any man in the State is generally ac- 
knowledged. He is a lifelong Republican 
and his services to the party have been of 
great value to Republicanism in the North- 
west. He has been active in its cause as a 
worker in committees and in campaign work 
and has served the State one term as Gov- 
ernor. 

In the campaign just closed, as in the con- 
vention in 8t. Louis which nominated Mr. 
McKinley, Mr. Merriam was recognized as 
the leader of the McKinley forces in the 
State, and his friends maintain that if he is 
not given a place in the Cabinet he may 
rightly expect nothing less than an impor- 
tant foreign appointment. 

The position of this State in the campaign 
is also being urged as a reason why a Cab- 
inet portfolio should be given some repre- 
sentative of the party in Minnesota. After 
the fight which has been waged in this sec- 
tion against the agvocates of Bryanism and 
repudiation, such recognition would serve 
as added encouragement and inspiration to 
the Republicans of the Northwest. 

There is no fear cxpressed that there would 
be a falling off from the party in case no 
such recognition is given, but, as an edito- 
rial in the St. Paul Dispatch says, ‘* While 
the failure to choose one of their number 
would not imperil party loyalty here it would 
create deep disappointment after so strenu- 
ous a fight and so complete a victory.”

TURKEY Y 10 GIVE RELIEF 


FRANCE COMPELS THE sULTAN TO 
INAUGURATE REFORMS. 


Minister Hanotaux’s Vigorous Lan- 
guage Is Explained to the Ottoman 
Ruler, Who Immediately Takes 
Steps to Pineate the Powers—Pris- 
oners Released and Some of the Of- 
fieers Responsible for Armenian 
Outrages Dismissed from Service. 


Paris, Nov. 7.—When the Sultan received 
an account of the recent speech delivered 
by M. Hanotaux, Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, in the Chamber of Deputies Nov. 3 
upon the Armenian question, he ‘sent his 
secretary to M. Jules Cambon, the French 
Ambassador to Turkey, to Inquire concern- 
ing the matter. 

In his speech before the Chamber M. Han- 
otaux declared that the excesses of the Otto- 
man Government had furnished legitimate 
motives for complaint. He also stated that 
@ concert had been. established among the 
powers, and that in October, 1895, an under- 
standing had been reached with the-‘Porte 
to the effect that thé latter should grant re- 
forms which, unhappily, had not been ap- 
plied. df 

M. Hanotaux alsc announced that owing 
to the anarchy which reigned in the adimin- 
istrative spheres of Turkey troubles ensued 
and France was bound to use language the 
strength and significance of which Turkey 
must understand. 

The powers, M,. Hanotaux said, were con- 
vinced of the necessity of their solid union, 
and there must be no isolated action and no 
interference with the integrily of the Otto- 
man Empire. 

In conclusion the Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs announced that during the Czar’s visit 
a precise exchange of views had occurred 
and that a united Europe would be able to 
show the Sultan that he must give his sub- 
jects security and peace. 

When the representative of the Sultan 
conferred with M. Cambon at Pera, he was 
informed by the French Ambassador to Tur- 
key that under instructions it was impera- 
tive that the Sultan must adopt a certain 
number of measures calculated to reassure 
the public and give Europe satisfaction. 
The Turkish Envoy to Paris, Munir Bey, 
has now informed M. Hanotaux that the 
Sultan, upen receipt of M. Cambon’s mes- 
sage, immediately decided to adopt the fol- 
lowing measures: The liberation from the 
prisons of the Ottoman Empire of all per- 
sons against whom no charges have been 
preferred, the issuance to the police of or- 
ders that all peaceable Armenians must not 
be prosecuted, the immediate convocation 
of the Armenian National Association for 
the purpose of electing a Patriarch. 

It is also announced that Mazhar Bey, 
who was accused of being responsible for 
the murder of Father Salvator, would be 
tried by court-martial. The Vali of Diar- 
bekir will be dismissed from office, and defi- 
nite instructions will be sent to the Valis 
that they must repress all further acts of 
violence. 

Furthermore, it is stated that the Min- 
istry of Instruction will estimate the cost of 
rebuilding the Catholic convents in Asia 
Minor, partially destroyed during the re- 
cent disturbance. 

Aid will be given to the residents of those 
districts which are reported to have suffered 
severely during the recent trouble. 

The Sultan has also promised to immediate- 
ly issue a decree enforcing the reforms 
granted fn 1895 to six vilayets of Armenia. 
In addition he has agreed to extend these re- 
forms to other provinces. 

M. Hanotaux thanked the Turkish envoy 
who explained the matter to him. It is now 
stated that the Minister of Foreign Affairs 
has issued instructions to M. Cambon to 
carefully watch and see whether these prom- 
ises — by the Sultan are carried into ex- 
ecution 


PROGRESS OF CUBAN REBELLION. 


Spanish Soldiers,and Insurgents Meet 
im Many Places. 

Havana, Nov. 7.—Col. Arce, in charge of 
a convoy of fuel in the Province of Santa 
Clara, has had several skirmishes with the 
insurgents, during, which the latter left 
eighteen killed on the field. 

Gen. Casbellanos, with reinforcements of 
$,000 troops from the Province of Santiago 
de Cuba, left his headquarters a few days 
ago and advanced in the direction of Cascor- 
ro, the town on the Neuvitas and Guama- 
rillo railroad, which, with the Town of Guai- 
mara, on the same road, both on the bor- 
ders of the Province of Puerto Principe. 
has been besieged fora long time past by the 
insurgents. Cascorro and Guaimara were 
both reported to have fallen, but the former 
was said to. have been relieved a month ago 
by Gen. Castellanos, and, according to the 
latest advices from Puerto Principe, the 
General in command at that place has 
moved with a strong force to the relief of 
Guaimara. 

Gen. er nage a later report says, has 
been <r with the insurgents under 
Gomez and Calixto Garcia, and has broken 
their formation. The insurgents insist that 
the Spaniards have sustained serious de- 
feats in that part of Cuba. 

Col. Aldes reports that he has had a fight 
with the bands of Lacret and Rojas upon 
the Union Héights in Matanzas. The insur- 
gent camp and hospital were destroyed and 
they suffered a heavy loss in killed as well 
as in their medicine supply. One of the dead 
was identified as Capt. Guillermo Gohildata, 
brother of the insurgent Lieutenant known 
as Inglesito. 

Tegucigalpa, Honduras, Nov. 7 (via Gal- 
veston, Tex.).—A club has been organized 
among the residents of this place which is 
to be devoted to sending arms to the in- 
surgents in Cuba. 


TIME LIMIT I8 PLACED ON SPAIN, 


Cuban Republic Will Be Recognized if 
Predictions Are Not Fulfilled. 
New York, Nov. 7.—[{Special.]—A dispatch

The Minister is said to have an- 
swered, assuring the President that within 
sixty days from the date thereof (Nov. 1) 
Spain would have crushed the revolution or 
withdrawn her troops from the island. 

‘*‘ President Cleveland is said to have re- 
plied the following day he would consider 
the information imparted by the Spanish 
Minister sufficient to justify this govern- 
ment in delaying any action until the ex- 
piration of the time named, and in recom- 
mending recognition of the Cuban Republic 
at the end of the time, should the Spanish 
Government fail to restore peace.”’ 

“ Consul-General Lee said today it would 
be impossible for Spain to suppress the 
Cuban insurrection in sixty days, or with her 
present resources put down the rebellion 
before the next rainy season.’

London, Nov. 7.—The new Archbishop of 
Canterbury, Dr. Temple, is already in very 
bad odor with the Liberals.

Sketch of His Eventfal Career—Pioneer 
im Northwestern Journalism—Buys 
amd Develops the Chicago Post— 
' Prominent in National Musical Cir- 
cles—Connection with Sousa’s Band 
—High Places Which He Filled in 
Minnesota and in Federal Politics. 


David Blakely, organizer of the famous 
Sousa Band, President of the Blakely Print- 


ing company of ‘Chicago and one of the 


pioneer newspaper publishers of the North- 
west, died suddenly yesterday afternoon in 
New York. 

Mr. Blakely’s-death is attributed to in- 
juries sustained about two months ago in 
an accident which happened while he was 
riding a bicycle in Vermont. Losing con- 
trol of his wheel he ran into a carriage and 
sustained a fracture of the shoulder blade 
and other injuries, which, though at first 
considered trivial, developed into a,most 
serious condition: 

Mr. Blakely was removed to his home 
in Highty-third street, New York City, 
where he soon become convalescent. A day 
or two ago a relapse came, and he was again 
confined to what proved to be his death bed. 

Mr. Blakely’s career was an eventful one. 
He was born in Vermont in 1834 and received 
his education in the University of Vermont, 
after having learned the printér’s trade in 


Syracuse, N. Y. On completing his college 


course he came West, and in Rochester, 


Minn., 
1858. 


The paper. soon became a power. Its pub- 
lisher was called by Gov. Ramsey to take the 
position of Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion of the State. He was later elected Sec- 
retary of State. 

In 1865 Mr. Blakely came to Chicago, where 
he purchased the Evening Post, then a strug- 
gling sheet of four pages. With his brother, 
Cc. H. Blakely, he developed the paper, and 
it soon became an influential publication. 

President Grant appointed Mr. Blakely 
Commissioner of Pensions. 

In 1872, after the Chicago fire, Mr. Blakely 
returned to Minnesota and took control of 
the Pioneer, then the leading Democratic 
paper of the Northwest. He soon brought 
about its consolidation with the St. Paul 
Press, the Republican organ of the territory. 
The Pioneer-Press was firmly established 
on its new footing by Mr. Blakely, who then, 
a year later, purchased the Minneapolis Trib- 
une and severed his connection with the St. 
Paul publication. 

In 1880 Mr. Blakely abandoned his active 
newspaper work and devoted his time almost 
exclusively to work in musical circles, with 
which he had been identified ever since boy- 
hood. He moved to New York and assumed 
the general management of the P. 8. Gilmore 
band, a position he held for several years. 
During this time his attention was called 
to John Philip Sousa, then with the Wash- 
ington Marine Band. He subsequentiy se- 
cured Sousa’s release from government serv- 


ice and established the now celebrated | 


Sousa band, retaining the active manage- 
ment of that organization mess his death. 

While giving up the majority of his time 
to the musical organizations with which he 
was connected, Mr Blakely became identi- 
fied with the Blakely Printing company of 
Chicago, of which he was made President, 
and in which he was one of the largest stock- 
holders. 

Mr. Blakely was married in Minnesota: in 
1858 to Miss Addie Low, daughter of a promi- 
nent citizen of Vermont. His widow and 
four daughters survive him.

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FRANK. DURBON SETTLES A DISPUTE 
OVER SHOES WITH A BULLET.

Wounded Clark Street Merchant Lies 
in a Precarious Condition at Michael 
- ‘Reese Hospital—His Assailant Is in 
Custedy — Puts the Blame on the 
Dealer, Who, He Says, Struck Him 
First — Tale of Sickness and Pov-

Frank Durbon, a plumber’s apprentice, 23 
years old, shot Charles Leeb, a shoe mer- 
chant, No. 201% South Clark street, in the 
right eye last evening during @ quarrel 
over a pair of shoes. 

Leeb was taken to the Michael Reese Hos- 
pital, where’ the physicians stated last night 
they could not tell then whether he would 
recover. He' did not lose consciousness at 
any time, Durbon was arrested by Police- 
men Cummings and Flannery and locked up 
at the Harrison Street Station. 

Durbon told his story in a cell at the 
police station, saying: ~ 

‘“‘T was not ‘looking for any trouble to- 
night. I have: had something the matter

They didn’t like 
what I said about the shoes, and when I put 
them down and said I wouldn’t take them 
one of the men got angry and told me to get 
out of there. I said 1 would go when I got 
ready and turned to leave, when Leeb pulled 
a piecte of board off the side of a shoe box 
and struck me on the back of my head. 

“T was crazy mad in a minute. I had on 
this soft hat, and the blow bruised me. There 
were) two of them, and I was alone in the 
basement and didn’t know what they might 
do to me, and I was so mad I hardly knew 
what I was doing. I know I shot him once, 
thovgh, and started to go. The shot struck 
him ‘in the eye, but I don’t think it will kill 
him, for I was on the steps @ little above 
him and shot down.” 

‘ parbon Realises His Plight. 

Durbon is a mild-mannered young fellow. 
He tald his story in a straightforward way, 
and said he realized fully that his pdsition 


| will be serious if Leeb does not recover. 


He snid he was employed by P. J. Kinney, 
a plambef, No. 87 Twenty-second street, 
and would ask the latter to give bond for 
him. 

Durbon has no relatives in the city except 
a young brothes, who lives with him. He 
says he came here from Denver; where he 
lived with his mother, who is the only per- 
son who knows anything definite about the 
trouble with his head, as he did not employa 
physician 
* We couldn’t afford a doctor,’ he ex- 
plained. 

When Leeb was shot he had on a pair of 
spectacles. The right glass was broken, the 
bullet passing through the bow without 
breaking the metal. It is feared that pieces 
of the shattered glass were driven into the 
head with the bullet.

Meet Death on the Water-Logged 
Rising Star—The Rescue. 
- i  ¥ 


The Ichotner-dtistne Star, which arrived 
in port late Friday night, passed through a 
terribie experience: on ‘the lake, where for 
four days it drifted around helpless in the 
face of an almost contifival gale. The 
schooner was waterlogged, which rendered 
it helpless, and its decks were constantly 
awash. When the schooner finally was tied 
up to the docks near the mouth of the har- 
bor the members of the crew were exhausted.

The Rising Star left the foot of the lake on 
Tuesday morning with a cargo of lumber, 
bound for Chicago. At noon on Tuesday the 
wind began to freshen, and was soon blowing 
a gale. The strain on the vessel in the heavy 
sea was so great that it began to leak, and 
the Captain ordered the pumps started. All 
night the crew worked trying to keep the 
water down, but it constantly gained on 
the workers, and on Wednesday morning the 
cabin was flooded. 

The crew was forced to remain on deck 
without a particle of shelter until the 
schooner arrived in Chicago. The members 
suffered intensely with cold and exposure, 
and could only cling to the rigging and watch 
for some boat to heave in sight that could 
giv. ‘hem assistance. Two signals of distress 
were hoisted, but until the Colin Campbell 
sighted the craft not a sail appeared. 

Kittie Daly, the cook, was driven from the 
cabin, and forced to remain on deck with the 
men. For three days she was without 
shelter from the chilling winds and icy water. 
She clung to the rigging, and watched with 
the others for some sign of a rescuing ex- 
pedition. Yesterday morning she appeared 
none the worse for her terrible experience, 
but said she had’ had enough of sailing. 

The Campbell was bound down the lake 
for a cargo of lumber when it sighted the 
wrecked vessel. It immediately ran along- 
side, and offered to tow the schooner back to 
Chicago, which offer was gladly accepted 
by the men on thé Rising Star.

Need for the Investigation. 


“ We can get no reports of any kind from 
Mr, Chase, and.there is no way other than 
by an expert investigation by which we can 
ascertain where or how' he stands. Em- 
ployés are clamoring for salaries long over- 
due, which should have been promptly paid 
from the receipts of the office. Mr. Chase 
knew about what to expect in the way of 
revenues, and there was an easy way of 
keeping the expenditures within the receipts, 
but I understand that instead of reducing 
working forces he has men on his pay-rollis 
who do not report at the office once a month. 

“Other employés of the county are paid 
promptly and regularly, and it is a shame 
and a disgracé that people working in the 
Recorder’s office are not so treated. If they 
go outside and@ @iscount their salary before 
it is due we cannot well help it, but no loan 
sharks should be permitted to prey on the 
office simply because employés cannot get 
their money when itis @ue them. Theseare 
conditions which are not permitted to pre- 
vail in other departments, and they should 
not be allowed to become a distinguishing 
feature of the Recorder’s office.”’ 


Suffering Among Employes. 

Many employés of the Recorder's office, it 
is said, haVe not been paid since August, and 
there is considerable suffering in conse- 
quence. This is especially true among the 
folio writers, many of whom are young 
women. Loan sharks, it is also said, nave 
nearly pauperized the force by loans at 
usurious rates of interest and brought about 
a condition of complete demoralization. 

Recorder Chase charges the present con- 
dition of affairs to the generally dull state 
of business. 

‘‘From June until October,’’ he said yes- 
terday, “‘ there has been a material falling 
off in the receipts, as compared with the cor- 
responding period in 1895. For the period 
named they were $65,113. Last year they 
were $78,530. It is impracticable to keep ex- 
penses down by reducing the working force, 
because we must always be ready for emer- 
gency business, sd 

“The Torrens system has been a great 
drain, in that it has never paid the expenses 
of conducting it. It has earned only a mat- 
ter of $2,600 and this has been divided among 
nime employés. When I came into the Re- 
corder’s office there was a deficit of between 
$3,000 and $4,000, which it has been Impos- 
sible to make up. There is now due em-

BOAS PAYS HIS ELECTION BET. 


He Draws Nathan Frank Down Dear- 
bern Street in a Rig Dry Goods Box. 

William Boas yesterday afternoon paid the 
penalty for betting upon the election of Will- 
iam Jennings Bryan by hauling Nathan 
Frank down Dearborn street, in the heart of 
the city, in a chariot of Boas’ own construc- 
tion. 

Rig, briny drops of perspiration rolled 
down Mr. Boas’ cheeks as he tugged away 
at the tongue of the strangest-looking vehi- 
cle ever built to carry @ passenger. It was 
a big dry goods box mounted on low wheels 
and covered with a canopy made by draping 
a large Amefican flag over a timber frame- 
work. 

Under the canopy sat Mr. Frank, smiling

Hardly to Be Expected. 

It may be presumptuous to expect En- 
glish financial writers to admit that four 
years of commercial depression, a great 
increase in the national debt, the decline of 
revenues, the disorders of the currency, and 
industrial prostration have followe® the 
first organized attempt to recast the Amer- 
ican protective system on English low tariff 
lines, ‘ 

Confessions which require superhuman 
virtue in the conquest of prejudice are not 
to be looked for, but Surely self-restraint 
ought to be exercised by artists who rep- 
resent Americans as bowing down before a 
golden calf, and by essayists who talk about 
the writing on tha wall at Belshazzar’s feast 
and denounce the evils of plutocracy, trusts, 
monopolies, and combinations as the direct 
result of high protectionism in the Tnited 
States, as the Saturday Review and a few 
other surly critics are disposed to do. 

It ought to be apparent to these persons 
that England under free trade has become 
the stronghold of the money power, and that 
combinations, trusts, and monopolies flour- 
ish here as well asin America. English con- 
demnation of American plutocracy as the 
logical and necessary outcome of a high 
tariff has a suspicious ring. If hasten to 
add that these caviling critics are few in 
number and that the English press as a 


whole has been exceptionally well informed a 


respecting American affairs and remarkably 
generous and appreciative in its comments. 

The provincial papers say that large orders 
for goods have been received from America. 
The market for American securities is better 


than it has been since President Cleveland’s | 


Venezuela message was issued, and higher 
prices are expected, since it is believed that 
much of the gold hoarded in America will: 
be invested in stocks, and that this strong 
buying movement will produce upward ten- 
dencies. There are signs already of a strong 
disposition on the part of British investors 
to increase their American holdings, espe- 
clally as the South African mining market 
is flat and all efforts of speculators to start 
a new boom have been unavailing. The 
money market remainsin a state of suspense 
respecting the future movement of gold, 


ewhether eastward or westward, and during 


the interval the Bank of England maintains 
control of it by the artificial means of bor- 
rowing from itself. 


Liberal Leadership. 

The chief event of English politics is Mr. 
John Morley's speech in Glasgow last night, 
in which the question of the Liberal leader- 
Ship was discussed with good sense and dis- 
cretion. He touched lightly upon Lord Rose- 
bery’s reasons for resigning, as clearly in- 
adequate and inexplicable, paid a high trib- 
ute to Bir Witliam Harcourt’s ability as a 
tactician, and referred to the House of Com- 
mons as the only possible center of political 
authority for the Liberal party. 

The chief speaker on the Unionist side has 
been Mr. Walter Long, who has been seeking 
to convince British farmers that the govern- 
ment has done something to help them by 
passing the light railways bill and the cattle 
diseases act. English farmers are in a high 
state of good nature over the prices received 
for an exceptionally good crop of wheat, but 
they are hardly credulous enough to believe 
that their prosperity depends upon agri- 
cultural rating acts. 


Test of Horseless Vehicles. 

The first meeting of the Motor Car club, 
which will occur next Saturday, will excite 
less interest than Monday’s Lord Mayor’s 
show, ‘but it may lead to more important 
results. It will be a trial trip of horseless 
vehicles from the Hotel Metropole to Brigh- 
ton, through Brixton and Reigate. 

Fifty-four vehicles have been entered for 
the contests These will include two Daimler 
cars, which finished first. and second in the 
race from Paris to Marseilles and back; 
several German vehicles, two Duryea cars 
from America, and a large number of En- 
glish electric carriages and petroleum traps. 
It will be a remarkable show, and will at- 
tract throngs of spectators from the em- 
bankment and Westminster bridge all the 
way to the coast, 4 

Coventry has become the headquarters for 
the new industry of supplying what are, by 
an atrocious barbarian, called ‘*‘ auto cars,”’ 
which answer the requirements of the new 
act of Parliament, but there have been in- 
teresting experiments also in Colchester and 
other towns. One invention employs neither 
an electric battery nor a heating-tube. It 
has no external fly wheel, and the oil lamp 
is not kept constantly burning. With elec- 
tric omnibuses in common use the aspect of 
London streets will be changed, but the 
cabmen are not yet convinced that their oc- 
cupation is threatened. 


Royal Academy Politics. 

The election of Mr. Poynter to the Pres- 
idency of the Royal Academy apparently 
turned upon a convenient precedent. The 
academicians were unable to find in their 
own group a natural successor to Sir John 
Millais and Lord Leighton, but happily, it 
was remembered, Sir Charles Eastlake had 
once been director of the National Gallery 
and President of the academy. According- 
ly, Mr. Poynter, director of the National! Gal- 


lery, was elected President, after a sharp { 


struggle with Mr. Briton Riveere. Mr. 
Poynter has a graceful habit of speaking, 
and in this respect resembles Lord Leighton. 


Crowded Theaters. 

The London theaters are now drawing 
crowded houses, and no playhouse is avail- 
able for any new enterprise. No problem 
play is now on the boards anywhere. Mrs. 
Campbell, Miss Marion Terry, and Mr. 
Forbes-Robertson are still absent from Lon- 
don. The popular entertatnments are melo- 
drama, romantic comedy, farces, and mu- 
sical comedy. | 

“ Cymbeline " will run until Christmas at 
the Lyceum, and*" Under the Red Robe” 
even longer at the Haymarket, where the 
managers have secured a new play by Mr. 
Conan Doyle. 

Mr. Wilson Barrett is rehearsing an orig- 
indl version of ‘“‘The Manxman” at the 
Lyric, where “ The Sign of the Cross ”’ will 
ultimately make room for *‘ The Daughters 
of Babylon,” a play designed for religious 
playgoers. Mme. Jean de Reszke is reported 
to have the libretto for an opera with the 
principal part for her husband. 


Sale of the Morris Library, 

The library of William Morris will be 
sold by. his executors. While it is large, it 
is an artistic and valuable collection, abound- 
ing in illuminated manuscripts, medieval 
missals and pealters, and the earliest print- 
ed wood-cut books. He bought books for 
their beauty, as well as their rarity. The 
whole collection really belongs in the Brit- 
ish Museum, but ft is. not probable that it 
will be saved from the public auction room.

Bulgaria has made several unprovoked at- 
tacks upon Bulgarian frontier posts placed 
to the debit of the Sultan. Greece has re- 
vived the perennial. Macedonian questions 
over incursions of Turkish troops into Greek 
territory in pursuit of Greek filibusters, and, 
findlly Servia rejoices in an exceptionally 
robust grievance in connection with Turk- 
ish exactions from Servians settled on the 
Ottoman side of the frontier, together with 
violations of the sanctity of the border line. 

If one: may believe Servian accounts, the 
state of affairs in the districts referred to 
is worthy to rank with the doings in Ar- 
menia. At Uskab the Turkish authorities, 
on pretense of searching for a Servian as- 
sassin, committed atrocious outrages, kill- 
ing and maiming inoffensive villagers and 
pillaging all well-to-do folks as a prelimina- 
ry to throwing them into jail, where they 
now are The Servian Government has com- 
plained that there is at least one Turkish 
band which continually moves from village 
to village, and that its courge is marked by 
ruined houses and murdered men, women, 
and children: but the leader of the band, in- 
stead of being restrained or punished, has 
been singled out for promotion and hoi.ors, 
quite upon Armenian lines. Another band 
had the audacity to cross the frontier and 
has attacked and fired a village, killed a 
number of Servians, and carried off a Ser- 
vian noble and his family, who now languish 
in a Turkish prison. 

Shortage of Funds. 

It must be remarked that we have not the 
Turkish version of these little incidents, 
which possibly places a different light upon 
the doings cf the guileless Servians on the. 
frontier, but whatever may be the com- 
perative merits it is obvious that Servia has 
a grievance ready to be served up piping 
hot when the hour is deemed auspicious. 
Greek credit stinks in the nostrils of Euro- 
pean financiers, and neither Servia nor Bul- 
garia finds it easy to raise a million francs in 
London or the continental markets on any 
terms, but a strange thing is that they do 
not appear particularly anxious to do se. 
The Servian and Bulgarian treasuries are 
nearly bare of casH, but somehow both gov- 
ernments recently managed to rearm a con- 
siderable portion of their armies, and at 
Belgrade there is at this moment sitting in 
secret session a commission upon which the 
Russian War Office is represented, which

The world has a short memory, and every- 
body has apparently forgotten that twelve 
months ago the British Premier warned the 
Sultan of the approach of his doom, and for 
awhile his Majesty trembled and showed in- 
creased attention to his religious duties: but 
today Abdul Hamid’s predominant fecling 
seems to be that he is all right. 

The feeling here today is that Salisbury 
should say nothing about the Sultan’s sins 
unless he is in a position to announce what 
shall be done with the imperial sinner. Not 
half a dozen people outside the charmed cir- 
cle of Cabinets can say with anything ap- 
proaching confidence what is being done. 
The public belief grows stronger, however, 
that the Ambassadors at Constantinople 
have almost completed a great scheme of re- 
forms for the entire Ottoman Empire, to be 
earried out under the supervision of the 
powers, and the presentation of which tothe 
Sultan will be emphasized by a naval demon- 
stration in which the combined fleets will 
take: part. 


Comical Embarrassments.

The Minister of Finance 
conceived the brilliant idea of offering the 
lighthouse society the prolongation of its 
concession for ten years in return for the 
loan of half a million pounds, but the soci- 
ety failed to see that any substantial ad- 
vantage would accrue to it, and so that 
promising project failed. : 

Then the Collas Financial Syndicate was 
approached with the modest request that it 
lend the embarrassed government £150,000, 
and it also sniffed at and finally rejected the 
Porte’s proposals. After this rebuff the Min- 
ister of Finance inconsequentially indulged 
ip a grewsome joke. He procured an imperial 
decree reducing all the official salaries by 25 
per cent. The wretched officials would have 
shrieked with joy and welcomed the decree 
with open arms if the other 75 per cent had 
been concurrently paid, but, it is needless to 
say, that did not form part of the joke. 

Finally the fine old scrusted scheme of 
raising money on a grant of monopolies came 
to the front again. Matches were first taken 
in hand, but, lo and behold, Austria, which 
supplies the Turkish market with matches, 
interposed with the strongest objections. 
Austria would joyfully sanction a monopoly 
on cigaret papers, playing cards, or petro- 
leum, but on matches—never! The Porte 
wearily turned to cigaret papers and play- 
ing cards, which come from France almost 
exclusively, and ran its head against the 
French wall. France yearned to help his 
Imperial Majesty out of his financial diffi- 
culties, but could not consent to see her cig- 
aret paper and playing card makers ruined. 
One last effort followed, but, alas! petroleum 
comes from Russia, and the Porte’s good 
friend*could not consent to that monopoly.

No English Judge probably would venture 
to make a similar remark today in the light 
of an almost unanimous declaration of medi- 
cal experts that some persons who steal with 
all the precaution and cleverness of profes- 
sional thieves are genuinely irresponsible, 
If this be true of any one it fs true of Mrs. 
Castle, and it has been so certified by every 
one who examined her case and who is com- 
petent to express an opinion, but the English 
law takes no cognizance of such peculiar 
condition. The verdict, “* Not guilty by rea- 
son of insanity,” was abolished by law about 
two. years ago, and the present form is 
* Guilty, but insane.”’

I do not 
mean to imply that it is impossible for a per- 
son of wealth and influence to suppress dis- 
graceful exposure in English courts, but ft 
can only be Gone with the greatest secrecy 
and when the facts have attracted no public 
attention. 


Interest in the Election. 


Interest in the result of the American elec- 
tion is by no-means exhausted in this coun- 
try and Europe. It is impossible to exag- 
gerate the good effect produced by McKin- 
ley’s declaration, of moderate tariff views 
which has been cabled here since his elec- 
tion.

Mr. Bayard Sends Urgent Letters, 

A World reporter learns from the United 
States Embassy that, ‘in addition to the let- 
ter forwarded in February by Mr. Bayard 
to the Home Secretary respecting Mrs. 
Castle’s case, another letter was sent urging 
the granting of the request made in the pre- 
vious one for her release. 

Mr. Bayard, not having had time to re- 
ceive: instructions from the United States 
Government, both these letters were in- 
formal and wnhofficial, based simply on the 
grounds of common humanity. Butsteps were 
taken to insure their being brought immedi- 
ately to the notice of the Home Secretary. 
Had they been of an official character Mr.

No reply had been received to either com- 
munication, according to the latest informa- 
tion, beyond the assurance of the head per- 
manent official at the Home Office, that the 
subject would be taken into immediate con- 
sideration.

It would be contrary to 
all recognized procedure for him to take 
such a step. In consequence of representa- 
tions received from other quarters, the 
Home Secretary in due course will invite, if 
he has not already done so, Judge McCon- 
nell to furnish a report on the case, and 
Mrs. Castle’s fate will largely depend upon 
the nature_.of that report, 

What happened was that a strong minor- 
ity of the magistrates, who were for dis 
charging Mrs. Castle, framed. a .memoria! 
to the Home Secretary. in her behalf, which 
was sent late last night to the Home.Office. 
This action’ on the part of magistrates: who 
heard the case must have great weight: 

From observations dropped by Jtdgeé Mc- 
Connell himself at the private consultation 
with the magistrates before sentence: was 
decreed, his brother Judges gathered that 
he will make a favorable report when. the 
Home Office applies to him for his opinion. 

As cabled last night.on tHe strength of 
the assurance of one of the magistrates 
concerned, it was in view of the practical 
certainty that the sentence will not be car- 
ried out that the majority supported it.

There is absolutely no 
doubt as to the facts of the case and the 
woman’s guilt. But her mental conditiott 
has been proved to have been the sole cause 
for the extraordinary phenomenon of & 
series of thefts committed by a woman: in 
no need of money and possessed of so many 
friends, who testify to her character. Con- 
sequently there has been severe comment 
in the press upgn the severity of the sph- 
tence passed by the magistrate in the trial- 

It is a great mistake, however, to misurn- 
derstand the true nature of the proceedings 
or to imagine that any real punishment has 
been inflicted.

He thought to please Bruno in dull 
business hours by pressing his clothing, and 
when the garment was under the tron this 
message from the aunt was discovered 
through a hump in the pocket.

I have toki you 
many times that you must not look at any 
other girl or lady but me, and that if you do 
I will kill you. You must be my own good 
boy. I love you, JOHANNA.” 

With that revelation there was no longer 
any room to doubt that Mrs. Schreiber had 
laid siege to the youth’s heart, and was mak- 
ing him the dupe of her own selfish vanity. 

Bruno put on a bold face when this note 
was displayed to him. 

‘* Yes, that’s all right—I like my auntie— 


my auntie likes me,’’ he said by way of de-. 


fending himself. 

That intercepted note was the beginning of 
the end for the strange attachment. After 
badgering Bruno the tailor and his wife 
showed it to the mechanic, who at once put 
its author under cross-examination. He up- 
braided his wife bitterly for her disgrace, 
and seemed to have no blame for the boy, 
whom he considered a victim. For answer 
Mrs. Schreiber said it was written as a joke. 


Prepared to Run Away. 


The infuriated husband could see no joke 
to it at all, and he determined upon heroic 
measures. To frighten his wife he con- 
cluded to remain away from home all Sat- 
urday night. He did not return on Sunday. 
While he was thus drawing up his re- 


‘sources for a plan of battle that would 


humiliate his wayward wife she was mak- 
ing different arrangements. She borrowed 
$1 from the Milkes ‘to help her in house- 
hold matters ’’ while Mr. Schreiber was ab- 
sent. In fact, however, she added this to 
a small sum which Bruno had, which went 
to purchase tickets, revolver, and cart- 
ridges.

It Was sup- 
posed by the parents that Bruno had nd 
pocket money, so they never thought of 
him going as far as Elgin.

Schreiber Vi oman’s Statement. 


The woman’s defense of herself is best told 
by the note found upon her after the trag- 
edy.

When I was a 
few weeks in this country I got alo all 
right with the children until-she fo de 
them speaking to me, and especiaily Bruno. 
Upon learning these facts I asked Bruno 
what the matter was, and he stated that his 
mother strongly forbade his having anything 
to do with me or ahything to say to me.

constantly being scolded, until’ at length he 
did ‘not dare to say anything about having 
seen me, and I myself began to get afraid.

THE SO-CALLED SKOFIELD SECRET. 
An Essence Known toa Maine Trapper 
That Is a Sure Lure for Foxes. 

Waterville, Me., Nov. 7.—At the head of 
beautiful Magraw Pond in the Town of Oak- 
land lives William Brown, trapper, guide, 
and fox hunter. Last fall and winter, in ap- 
other part of the State, he succeeded in 
capturing eighty-three foxes, 
skunks, thirteen coons, and nine mink, in 
addition to two ificent silver gray 
foxes, now so rare. So nearly does he suc- 
ceed in exterminating the foxes in the region 
in which he traps that he rarely finds it 
profitable to spend more than one season on 
the same grounds; hence his change from 
Monmouth, the scene of his last season's 
exploits, to Oakland this year, where he an- 
ticipates making things hum for poor rey~ 
nard as soon as the season opens, 

‘His traps are kept filled, not because of 
sheer good luck, but because he has a secret 
scent or essence, of which one drop sprinkled 
upon the bait will attract the slyest fox that 
ever ran. Among frontier and Canadian 
tra rs this preparation is known 4s the 
‘* Skofteld secret.’”” Its discoverer was one 
Skofield; an old trapper, who years ago lived 
in’ Northern Vermont and gave the secret to 
Ww Brown’s brother, who in turn im- 
parted it to Brown. Brown uses no dcgs or 
firearms in hunting foxes. He simply traps 
them and knocks them on the h with an 
ax as he goes the rounds of his traps, which 
are placed an eighth of a mile apart and 
usually cover a large territory. He invaria- 
bly catches his foxes by one of the front 
paws, and only once has he found a fox with 
a hindleg in the trap. The traps age not 
fastened to the ground, but are connected 
by a short chain with three sharp hooks or 
grapnels, ‘which soon catch on some logs or 
among the underbrush, bringing the victim 
to an abrupt standstill, Brown relates that 
once he borrowed a trap from a neighbor 
and during a single winter caught seventeen 
foxes with it. Deciding that it must be his 
mascot, he purchased it, and the very next 
fox to. become entangled in its snares broke 
and twisted it so badly as to render it beyond 
further service. This, Brown declares, goes 
to show that it is sometimes better to borrow 
than to buy. 

After the season’s trapping is over it is 
quite probable that Brown will move to 
Prince Edward Island, and will there trap 
for silver grays, which are still plentiful in 
that region. The market for foxskins is 
almost entirely in England, the pelt of the 
ordinary red fox bringing from $1.50 to $1,75, 
according to the color and condition of the 
fur. :

But it is at the Hyde Park Station that are 
found the greatest number of athletes in the 
most diversitied range of sports. Here, from 
Capt. Aldridge to the most recent recruit, 
is an almost unbroken interest in athletics. 
Capt. Aldridge, trainer of Dan’ O’Leary, is 
considered the best walker in the American 
police force and has competed against 
Weston. His specialty is a six-days’ go-as- 
you-please walk. Desk Sergeant William 
Walsh has a record for high jumping and 
can clear his four feet eight inches at a 
Stand or five feet eight and a half inches 
with a run.

Desk Sergeant William Walsh, who can 
run his 100 yards in 10% seconds, and Of- 
ficers Andrew J. Hannon, James P. Nolan, 
and John P. Leonard are worthy and enthus- 
iastic athletes of this police club. 

In the science of bag-punching P. J. Sulli- 
van represents Hyde Park, and his dexterity 
is the delight of all the other members. 

For runners, the Tenth Precinct boasts of 
Patrick Stokes and Sergt. Walsh, with rec- 
ords for 100 yards of 10% and 10% respective- 
ly. Hyde Park has also a football eleven 
under the Captainship of John Shea. Of 
this team John Ward will be goalkeeper, 
John Shea and Patrick Stokes halfbacks, 
and Thomas Tully quarterback, : They ex- 
pect to do some good work and will doubt- 
less be heard from soon. 

Of the Woodlawn Station, Capt. Shippy is 
a good all-round athlete, but has now made 
bicycling his special pastime to the total ex- 
élusion of almost all other branches of re- 
creation. He is an honorary member of 
both the Woodlawn and South Park Bicycle 
clubs. Michael Hunt, son of Inspector 
Hunt, who for two years was champion run- 
ner of the Hyde Park High School, has iden- 
tified himself largely with the Hyde Park 
Athletic club, of which he is the acknowl- 
edged trainer.

are-ready for business. There is lots of 
money in Europe, Money has been begging 
there to a great extent and with our big 
crops to sell:a large movement of grain 
is a natural result. We have on hand two 
Gouble large crops. All this corn that is 
passitg east now is the crop of last year. 
It has been held in bins by farmers and 
cealers along the ratiroads all through the 
country and is now comingin. We always 
have a spurt in shipments abdéut the close 
of navigation, but this year it has started 
somewhat earlier.’’ ‘ 


Some Stupendous Figures. 


Corn is cheap this year. Dealers say 40 
cents is a fair price for it in the Chicago 
market, but this year the price can be 
quoted from 23 to 25 cents. There are 
2,400,000,000 bushels of it, roughly estimated. 
in the crop now being moved. This would 
fill a train of 3,692,308 cars of the averare 
size of 650 bushels’ capacity. The train 
would be 22,283 miles long and would near- 
ly encircle the globe. It means also that 
it would make cargoes for 24,000 lake steam- 
ers of the average capacity of 100,000 bush- 
els. But of course from this amount should 
be deducted the amount used for home con- 
sumption, and from the estimate of lake car- 
goes a liberal allowance should be made 
for the portion which goes by the way of all- 
rail routes to the coast. - 

Shipments by lake for the mopth of Octo- 
ber have been phenomenal. Taking in all 
kinds of grain, the amount is-not far from 
22,000,000 bushels. Of this, corn is by far 
the largest amount, the totals for the month 
reaching 16,000,000 bushels. Of wheat, there 
was only a. little over 1,000,000 bushels, and 
about 3,000,000 bushels of oats. The move- 
ment of wheat from Duluth for the last 
month has also been unusually large. The 
cargoes average 500.000 bushels a day, or, 


‘approximately, 15,500,000 bushels for the 


month. It ts small wonder that with this 

total of 37.500,000 bushels of grain, of which 

at least 25,000,000 bushels were consigned 

to Buffalo, that the receiving facilities at : 
that port were completely swamped and a 

tremendous blockade the result. 


Buffalo’s Grain Blockade. 


Boats have been detained at Buffalo awalt- 
ing a chance to unload anywhere from a 
week to ten days. The creek was full of 
craft moored alongside each other and jams | 
were of hourly occurrence. In some cases ; 
steamers which had cargoes of grain billed 
through to the seaboard, with ocean room 
already engaged to take the grain to En- 
land, were towed directly to elevators on 
arrival and unloaded, but in any case where 
there was a chance of a cargo being destined 
to remain in the Buffalo elevator any time 
at all the boat was compelled to hold the 
load. The storage room was completely 
filled. The elevators were barely able to 
handle grain cargoes direct from the boats 
to the cars, and cars were not always plenti- 
ful. The Eastern roads from Buffalo ‘were 
worked to their full capacity to care for the 
incoming grain, and, all in all, the elevator 
and railroad people at Buffalo, accustomed 
to handling jams and large amounts of 
grain, were given an experience they will 
not care to repeat. It was not until the 
latter part of last week that the elevators 
had the fleet of boats in Buffalo Harbor in 
anything like good order. Every means of 
providing for the grain was utilized, andthe 
much-despised Erie Canal was resorted to’ 
in the effort to unload the incoming boats. 

Before the boom in grain shipments began 
the season of 1896 bade fair to be one of 
the most disastrous ever known to marine 
men. The opening of navigation showed 
everything tinted with the rose for the 
vessel-owner. Iron ore was being shipped in 
large quantities, the coal trade was brisk, 
and the Northwestern country was sending 
down the lakes large quantities of wheat and 
flour. Chicago grain was moving freely, and 
everything went along merrily until the 
summer months came on. .Then iron’ ore, 
the mainstay of the.lake commerce, fell off 
to comparatively nothing, the Duluth wheat’ 
movement-ceased for the time’ being, and 
little coal was being sent forward. Chicago 
grain followed, of course, and with a fleet 
of new steamers of the 400-foot class going 
into service every week as’ fast as they 
were being launched, the future looked blue 
for the vessel-owner. Bagts were laid up 
on all sides, insurance caficeled, and crews 
discharged, just as if it were December in- 
stead of August. Even the big iron mining 
companies reduced their fleets one-half, and 
the owner. of one or two tramp'steamers 
seemed in hard. luck, indeed. The heavy 
shipments of grain at once called out again 
many of the boats which were laid up, and 
now nearly the full fleets of the lake marine 
are engaged in the grain carrying trade, for 
all other branches have remained stagnant. 


BRITISH BIMETALLISTS HAVE HOPE. 


Issue a Manifesto Claiming McKinley’s 
Election as a Victory for in- | 
ternational Action, 


London, Nov. 6.—The Bimetallic League 
issued. a manifesto tonight asserting that 
McKinley’s election is a victory’ for inter- 
national bimetallism.. The manifesto says: 

‘**This agitation is likely to be: maintained 
and developed, and a genuine and deter- 
mined effort upon the part of the new'gov- 
ernment may be confidently ‘anticipated 
to bring about an international bimetallic 
agreement for the opening of the mints of 
the various countries to silver‘as well as 
to gold. 

“The recent contest has prought home 
to the.peeple of this country the vitcl im- 
portance of the monetary question and 
the grave dangers which threaten the _in- 
dustrial, commercial, and financial inter- 
ests of Great Britain so long as it is not 
settled on international lines. 

‘The unreasonable attitude of this coun- 
try in the past in the efforts to arrange 
a settlement is matinly responsible for the 
attempt just witnessed to induce the United 
States to act alone and for the consequent 
unrest and disturbance in commercial and 
financial circles. | ’ 

‘“‘ Therefore it is earnestly hoped that this 
country and the other great powers of 
Europe will heartily coiperate with the 
United States in their endeavor .to place 
the metallic money of the world upon a 
permanent, sound, and scientific basis.’’ 

{A ‘scientific basis’”’ for free coinage of 
silver would require the powers first: to 
agree on a ratio representing the actual 
relative bullion value of the’ two metals. 
As silver has depreciated one-half in mar- 
ket value since 1873-’74, the true ratio to 
start with cannot safely be less than thirty- 
two ounces of silver to one of gold. There 
must be intrinsic equivalence to enable the 
two metals to work together under free 
coinage on. monetary equality. The Re- 
publican platform adopted at St. Louis 
last June carefully avoided naming any 
ratio.to be recommended to an international 
convention. The 16 .to 1 ratlo demanded 
in the Demo.-Pop. platform was inserted 
with the view of preventing bimetallism 
on the gold value basis and for the express 
purpose of establishing silver monometallism 
with the dollar worth but 50 cents in gold.]

A PREJUDICED ENGLISH ORITIC, 

The Saturday Review, issued yesterday, 
comments thus on McKinley’s election from 
an English point of view: 

Putting aside the silver question, Mr. McKinley 
is just the man to accentuate the grievances which 
created the Populist party. His Governorship of 
Ohio is admitted to have been grotesque to the 
verge of pathos. Unless all signs fail he will be 
wax in the hands of the great trusts and monop- 


| olies, just as the Congress elected with him will 


be eager to reénact the prohibitive tariff which 
the manufacturing rings have paid forin enormous 
advances to the McKinley campaign fund. These 
things profuced the revolt in 1802, and a still more 
impressive uprising may be expected in 1900. 

The assertion that McKinley’s Governor- 
ship was a failure is the repetition of Demo- 
cratic partisan falsehoods. The limited 
power which an Ohio Governor has was 
exercised wisely by McKinley. He put 
down riots promptly. He preserved the 
peace in a vigorous manner. Jie looked 
closely after the finances of the State. 
There was trouble in. one of the State insti- 
tutions, but he dismissed the offenders as 
quickly as facts were ascertained. 

There need be no fear of Mr. McKinley 
or the Republican Congress being “ wax 
in the hands of trusts and monopolies.” 
Submission to those interests would mean 
the defeat of the party the next time it ap- 
pealed to the people, and there is no disposi- 
tion on the part of the magublions leaders 
to court defeat. . 

It is not surprising that the Saturday 
Review, representing a free trade con- 
stituency, which wants free trade with 
evéry country whose manufacturers it can 
undersell in their home markets, should ob- 
ject to any increase of the present tariff. 
It would rather there were no tariff at all 
in this country on British goods, and 
naturally so. It espouses British interests. 
Why should not the President-elect favor 
American interests? 

But in spite of the Review's objections 
there will have to be an increase of customs 
duties in order to provide absolutely necded 
revenue. The existing serious deficiency 
must be stopped. Therefore the new tariff 
will not be “ prohibitive. ” Tf it were the 
additional revenue which must be had 
would not be obtained. Prohibitive duties 
prevent an inflow of revenue by excluding 
an importation of foreign goods. 

The duties should be high enough to cover 
the difference between American and for- 
eign wage scales. They should not be so 
high as to make any foreign competition 
impossible, and thus foster trusts and syn- 
dicates and oppression of consumers. The 
right policy is to admit foreign goods on 
terms of fair competition, but not free. The 
present duties are mostly too low for revenue 
and protection. 

The tariff changes will be in the direction 
of-more revenue and not of prohibition. In 
1890 the high tariff schedules were pushed 
too far, and it resulted disastrously to the 
Republican patty, a8 the publi¢ refused to 
indorse or sustainthem. Thereis no reason 
to fear a renewal of the blunders in the re- 
vised tariff of 1897. Indeed, the Senate 
will be so composed and evenly balanced 
politically that the repassage of the act of 
1890 would be impossible. Nothing higher. 
than a moderate tariff can possibly pass the 
Senate, . 

The new, President and the new Congress 
will consult the best interests of the Amer- 
ican people and will legislate for the inter- 
ests of this country, just as England would 
if her conditions were not stich as to make 
free trade her best policy. If she could 
grow her own food she would have a pro- 
tective tariff not unlike that of her neigh- 
bors, France and Germany. 


THE GREAT JUBILATION MEETING. 

The great gathering of Republicans and 
sound money Democrats at the Anditorium 
on Friday evening was both informal and 
spontaneous, but all the more enthusiastic 
on *that account, as they. had come fresh 
from the fight, with its din of battle still 
ringing in their ears. They were too eager 
to celebrate their victory to wait longer. 
They wanted to give expression to their sat- 
isfaction at the result right off, and they did 
so. Such eagerness was natural, for Chi- 
cago was the pivotal city of the Middle 
West and the storm center of the battle. 
They came together to exchange mutual 
congratulations over the great victory and 
escape from a great disaster to the public 
welfare. 

The speeches were non-partisan in tone. 
Not one speaker so far forgot himself in 
partisan feeling as to claim the result as a 
separate Republican party triumph. The 
essential cojperation of the sound money 
Democrats was universally recognized. 
Though the latter differ with the Republic- 


‘ans on other issues that divide the parties, 


it was recognized that they had voted for 
the Republican candidate on the great ques- 
tion of honest money. Some speakers gave 
special commendation to their allies, with- 
out whose aid the victory might have been 
doubtful. Other speakers hoped that the 
same elements might stand together in the 
future for the protection of what had been 
achieved. 

Gen. MeNulta of Bloomington opened the 
talking with an address in which he likened 
the assistance Republicans had received to 
the assistance which the Douglas Demo- 
crats furnished in the civil war times. Mr. 
‘George R. Peck, the eminent lawyer, who 
made an eloquent speech, said: 

The battle “is over; the victory is won. And 
by whom? By all who stood fast for the honor 
of the United States. I ama Republican. I be- 
lieve in parties, and I am proud to belong to that 
great organization which has counted Lincoln, 
Grant, Blaine, Harrison, and McKinley among 
its leaders. But in the struggle through which 
we have passed who shall presume to say what 
the result would have been if the patriotic Dem- 
ocrats of the country had not beén better and 
braver than their party? 

Mr. Calhoun of Danville, who led the 
McKinley men in the State convention, 
spoke from the same point of view. He 
said: : 

Thank God the spirit of patriotism still, throbs 
and beats in the hearts of the people. It is in no 
narrow spirit of partisanship that we rejoice, 
We are consciOus that many brave men put aside 
all their previous party affiliations, possibly sacri- 
ficed all hope of future personal reward or prefer- 
ment, subjectei ‘themselves to the abuse atid 
hatred of former political and persona) friends, and 
in something of the same spirit that prompts men 
to give their lives fot their country they came to 
our help and fought with us. 

Bishop Fallows and Luther Lafiin Mills 
of this city, C. A. Work of Rockford, and 
others spoke to the same effect. 

Postmaster Hesing as a sound money 
Democrat addressed the great meeting in a 
vigorous and able speech, pointing out what 
the united Sound money men had achieved, 
and then he spoke of the evils to be rem- 
edied.

weak or poor, all of them were patriotic 
and non-partisan, and many of them were 
eloquent.

He was treated as a man 
who had gone wrong. In all respects it was 
a great, enthusiastic, successful gathering, 


rejoicing over the peril that had been avert-: 


ed. The great building was filled to its 
utmost capacity by enthusiastic thousands, 
who did not leave until the last word had 
been spoken, and who went away with the 
same feeling in their breasts that Bishop 
Fallows described in the opening of his 
brief but eloquent speech: 

I never have felt so much like singing ‘‘ Glory. 
Glory, Hallelujah, Our God Is Marching On,”’ 
since Gen. Grant took the hand and the eword of 
Gen. Lee at Appomattox and inaugurated the 
new and unending era of peace and good will be- 
tween the North and the South. I believe to- 
night. as never before, in the American press, in 
the American pulpit. the American college, the 
American business-man, the American workshop. 
the American home, and the Anierican voter. 


AMENDING THE BALLOT LAW. 

A city paper asks for the abolition of the 
* blanket ballot,” which it calls an “ abom- 
ination and a fraud.” It sees no reason 
“why separate official ballots of each po- 
litical party should not be provided in every 
booth” and why the voters should not. be 
allowed to use pasters. 
~The system which is recommended was 
tried in New York at several elections and 
was abandoned at the recent election 
and the preceding one for the “ blanket 
ballot.” The latter has worked far more 
satisfactorily than the former method and 
nobody proposes to go back to the separate 
ballot and paster plan. 

If a person wants to vote a straight ticket, 
as nine-tenths of the voters do, it is not diffi- 
cult to learn to make an “‘ X ” mark in the big 
circle at the top of the column of the party 
ticket he supports on the blanket ballot. If 
he wants to “scratch ” it is easier to do so 
when he has all the tickets before him on 
one sheet and can indicate his will with an 
“*“X ” mark than to fumble over several 
separate tickets and write in names or 
bother with pasters to stick on a ticket. 

The blanket ballot was unusually large 
this Presidential year, and necessarily had a 
great many names on it. But the returns 
do not show that the voters found any diffi- 
culty in handling it to suit them, There is 
nothing to indicate that any more mistakes 
were made than would have been made with 


‘separate ballots and pasters, and in fact not 


es many. ‘The hopelessly illiterate or 
stupid voter is likely to blunder, no matter 
what system is adopted. 

There was a great deal of “ scratching ”’ 
done last Tuesday in spite of the size of the 
ballot... The striking differences between 


votes cast for candidates on the same ticket 


show that thousands of men who had pref- 


| erences knew how to express them on the 


blanket ballot. 

Voters found no difficulty about making 
a mark in one column for McKinley, in an- 
other for Altgeld, and in another for 
Forman or some candidate for a county 


office, and in still another for some inde- 


pendent legislative candidate. 

It is not clear how the ordinary voter 
would be benefited by the separate ballot 
system, but it is certain,that that system 
would add enormously to the printing bills, 
and those bills are rather heavy now. 

But there is one change in the ballot law 
which should be made. That is, to haveall 
the names on one sheet, and all those prop- 
ositions which call for a * yes” ora “ no” 
on a separate sheet, both to be handed to the 
voter by the judge, and returned by him 
marked or unmarked, as he sees fit. 

A man cannot be made to vote on a con- 


stitutional amendment or a bond issue, but: 


he can be given a much better opportunity 
to vote than he has now. If the constitu- 
tional amendment had been printed on a 
separate ballot, probably nine-tenths of 
those who voted would have marked those 
ballots. 3 

Until the ballot law is changed as sug- 
gested no constitutional amendment will 
ever be adopted. No proposition for a con- 
stitutional convention can ever be carried. 
Neither will receive a majority of all the 
votes cast. 

FREAK BETS ARE IN EVIDENCE. 

The quadrennial revival of the wheelbar- 
row as an instrument of tortuous transpor- 
tion has been the conspicuous aftermath 
of the election. Of. all the stagnant in- 
dustries this has been the first to show 
activity, and in nearly every city has been 
presented the spectacle of a stately, solemn 
procession consisting of a Republican trying 
to look pleasant while a more miserable 
Popocrat trundled him along the street. 
This performance is only one of a series of 
grotesque manifestations which speak elo- 
quently of a partisanship that “ loved not 
wisely.” For the next week or two many 
men who have been accustomed to appear 
with flowing beards will walk the streets 
with one side of their faces bereft of orna- 
mentation excepting possibly an expression 
of woe. Other ardent Popocrats will pay 
for their reckless enthusiasm by contribut- 


ing to the public gayety a show of erratic 


personal attire carefully designed as a most 
fitting evidence of fatuity. 

In addition to these “ cheerful idiots,” who 
will confine themselves to mere public dis- 
plays of the idiosyncrasies of speculation, 
there are divers other more consummate 
asses, whose penalty for not possessing a 
better equipment of common sense will be 
paid in more dramatic form. One man in 
particular, who lives in Milwaukee, 
will be obliged to seek his fortune in some 
foreign clime and stay there, if he lives up 
to the terms of his wager.

THE CHICAGO HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 
The building of the Ohi¢ago Historical 
Society is finished and its interior Pigs ag 
na 
few weeks it will be thrown open to the 
public. It Ys a matter for congratulation 
that the people now have a structure which 
is practically indestructible by fire and 
which is to be a repository for all valuable 
and interesting books, papérs, pictures. and 
curios which have a relation to the history 
of this city and this region of the country. 

The Historical Society has twice suffered 
the loss of its treasures by the flames. 
Persons less resourceful and energetic chan 
these antiquarians would have «espaired 
at the prospect of gathering for a third time 
a storehouse full of the historical matter 
and relics from a field twice explored and 
twice swept by fire. The generous gift of 
Mr. Gilpin, supplemented by the subscrip- 
tions of Chicago citizens, however, made it 
possible to, erect a fireproof building, and 
with the certainty of such a home for its 
valuables the Historical Society went about 
its work once more. 

The interior of the building is beautiful 
toa degree. The arrangement is such that 
by rooms and corridors the history of this 
“ Land. of the Illinois” is traced step by 
step. For eight years the President of the 
society, Mr. E. G. Mason, has set aside one 


part of each working day for the benefit of . 


the society, To his untiring labor and re- 
search the completeness of the historical 
collection of portraits and papers and the 
excellence of their arrangement are due. 

It is the hope of the society that there may 
be preserved within its “walls complete 
copies of everything written or published 
by Chicago people, and the President asks 
that copies of all publications may be sent 
to the society for filing and preservation. 
Such a collection stored where it will be 
absolutely safe from destruction will be of 
great value for reference purposes and in- 
teresting as marking the progress of letters 
in this city. 

In view of its substantial structure and 
the completeness of its collection, and look- 
ing baclp at the toil of years now brought 
to a successful conclusion, the Chicago 
Historical Society is justified in speaking of 
its forthcoming opening exercises as a 

* celebration.” 


SENTENCE OF MRS. CASTLE. 

The sentence of Mrs. Walter Castlé in 
London to imprisonment for three months 
without hard labor seems to have been the 
most humane action for the presiding mag- 
istrate to take, under the forms of law and 


. in consideration of the verdict of the jury, 


which left no other resort than a sentence. 
It is admitted that while she is a prisoner 
she will enjoy the comforts of the hospital 
department, will. swffer no indignities be- 
yond that of wearing the'prescribed dress, 
and will be given the benefit of the most ex- 
pert medical attention. In addition to this 
the judgment of the court seemed almost 
to promise a speedy pardon in the statement 
that the sentence was passed only on the 
assurance that if would be reviewed imme- 
diately by the Home Secretary. Doubtless 
there will be a general disposition to consid- 
er the sentence cruel because of the con- 
vincing evidence that Mrs, Castile has been 
suffering from an illness which undoubted- 
ly has rendered her wholly irresponsible and 
innocent;of any criminal intent. If this 
view of the case, however, had been held 
strictly by the court and had been acted on 
logically it would have resulted in sending 
the lady to an asylum as a criminal lunatic, 
and from this form of imprisonment it 
would have been most difficult to obtain her 
release. Since there was no middle course 
open the friends of the unfortunate woman 
can feel gr&§teful that the present position 
is such as to offer the greatest hope of 
speedy rescue. 

The case has been notable because of the 
prominence of the persons concerned and 
the apparent disposition on the part of the 
English courts to press the charge with the 
utmost rigor. “There has been no relaxation 
in severity even up to this climax, but there 
is a lively compensation in the extreme 
probability that the “ majesty of the En- 
glish law ” will be content with the formal- 
ity of judgment, and that real justice will 
be promptly meted out by the release of the 
prisoner, who is now simply detained pend- 
ing the action of the Home Secretary. 


GREAT AVICULAR PARADE, 


The display of roosters made by Repub- : 


lican newspapers all over the country in 
honor of McKinley’s election was a pleasing 
sight and a goodly one.

HOARDED MONEY COMING OUT. 

The New York Sun devotes over two 
columns of its space to a description of the 
manner in which savings banks depositors 
in that city after the election put back 
the money. which they had taken out of 
them to hoard. Since the Ist of August 
there had been a steady withdrawal of 
savings’, Which reached its climax on Mon- 
day last. On Wednesday last the tide 
turned and the money weft back so fast 
that bank clerks had to work over hours to 
credit up the customers. One savings bank 
Controller says: “ The $25,000 which was 
withdrawn on Monday was redeposited and 
a flow of gold such as we have not had in 
three months began,”’ Another bank Secre- 
tary says: “ More gold was taken in at 


the bank on Wednesday than had been fre- - 


ceived in the three months previous. The 
change was so abrupt that for a time the 
oftieers found it hard’‘to credit it.”” The Sun 
says: 

The Citizens’ Savings Bank, at No. 58 Bowerv, 
dealing with many of the people on the Past Side, 
felt the effects of the free silver scare as soon as 
the issue of the campaign was made. Its corridors 
were filled with men and women who wanted to 
fake their money while it was worth 100 cents on 
the dollar, turn it into gold, and keep it until the 
storm blew over.

ent that he was defeated and that their de- 
posits would not be cut down one-half in 
value, ought to be an object lesson for him 
and all the rest of the free silver 16 to 1 
crowd, as well as to their dupes. — 


A CHAPTER OF BRYANISM FROM THE 
HISTORY OF FRANCE. 

The results of the paper money craze 
which raged in France at the close of the 
eighteenth century present one of the clear- 
est illustrations in history of the depth of 
folly and ruin to which a passion for fiat 
money may lead even a great nation. An- 
drew D. White, ex-President of Cornell 
University, many years ago made a close 
study of the events of that period, and col- 
lated the salient details in papers for the 
instruction of the students under his care. 
The lesson contained in the experience of 
France seemed to be mandatory on all sub- 
sequent generations and all other nations 
that never again must an enlightened people 
be seduced by the rapacious blandishments 
of fiat money in any form, and Mr. White 
expressed a regret at the time that his im- 
mense labor in investigating this tragic 
French experience must be devoid of practi- 
cal value. It was not many years, however, 
before a “ greenback craze” in the most 
brazen form swept over the United States, 
and Mr. White’s researches were published 
in pamphlet form and became a striking 
object lesson for all who wavered in their 
allegiance to redeemable money. It seemed 
an insult to the intelligence of the American 
people, however, to suggest that this fiat 
money fever should ever again find lodg- 
ment in any serious degree in the body 
politic. Yet that is the pitiab)> spectacle 
presented to the world, and for a second 


time Mr. White’s pamphlet, entitled “ Fiat 


Money in France,” has been held up as a 
solemn warning to the people of the United 
States. 

Mr. White states in his introduction the 
truth that must not be hidden for an in- 
stant from the mind of any man that “ the 
utterances of the Chicago nominee and of the 
Populist platform point clearly and unmis- 
takably to unlimited issues of paper money 
Whatever so-called ‘ Demo- 
crats’ may have intended, their candidaté 
and his Populist supporters were logical 
enough to see that it would be inconsistent 
to stop at the unlimited issue of silver dol- 
lars, which really cost something, when 
they can issue unlimited paper dollars, 
which virtually cost notbing.”” The prin- 
ciple involved in the proposed unlimited 
coinage of silver in the United States was at 
bottom “ identical with the idea which led 
to that fearful wreck of public and private 
prosperity in France.” Throughout whole 
pages of Mr. White’s decument, written 
years ago, appears almost the sate phrase- 
ology in advocacy of the various steps in 
the downwatd path of fiatism which is 
used now by the advocates of the first step 
in fiatism in the United States, the free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, 

At the close of the year 1784 the French 
nation was in deep financial embarrass- 
ment. There was a deficit in the treasury; 
a want of confidence in business circles; 
capital had grown timid; little money was 
in circulation; throvghout the land was 
stagnation. 

Note the parallel, although in more seri- 
ous form, to the present condition of stag- 
nation, timid capital, and lack of confidence. 
Note the parallel further: “ The idea was 
set afloat that the great want of the country 
was more of the circulating medium.” 

The craze for paper money, the “ securing 
resources without paying interest,” started 
in obedience to the demand for more circu- 
lating medium. The statesmen, the men 
with financial ability, the thinkers, raised a 
note of solemn warning against the pro- 
posed violation of sound financial principles, 
But the fever was in the blood of France, 
and the statesmen were met by these words 
from the Bryans of the times, words that 
seem almost to be quoted ffom the Chicago 
platform, but which in fact were uttered 
more than a century ago by fanatics who 
dragged France down to fuin: 

Let us show Europe that we understand our 
own resources; let us immediately take the broad 
rvad to our liberation, instead of dragging our- 
selves along the tortuous and obscure paths of 
fragmentary loans. 


All prudence was swept aside, and in re- 
sponse to the inflamed desire of the French 


people a paper issue of 400,000,000 francs | 
and called 


“assignats’”’ was authorized, 
This paper was really based on intrinsic 
values, as it was specifically secured by the 
landed property of the nation, including at 
that time the vast real productive property 
of the French Church, which comprised one- 
third of the entire real property of France 
and amounted in value to about 4,000,000,- 
000 francs. With such a substantial back- 
ing this paper money issue gave a decided 
impulse to business and might have resulted 
in a permanent benefit if this issue had been 
the last. But this was not to be. Paper 
once undertaken was destined to 
fulfill the prophecy of Mirabeau, and be 
come “a nursery of tyranny, corruption, 
and delusion; a veritable orgy of authority 
in delirium.” Within a few months the na- 
tion lapsed back again into financial depres 
sion, and again arose the ery for more paper 
money, money that would be “as good as 
gold,” because it was based on the will of 
the people and this vast landed property of 
the nation. The ranks of the objectors of 
the first issue were swelled when this second 
issue was proposed. It began to dawn on 
thotisands that the promised conservatism 
was being vioiated and that afiother issue 
of paper money would only open a breach 
through which would pour a flood of paper 
money which would again swamp France 
as it did in the time of John Law. But the 


second issue of assignats was finally author- 


toe. dateblaed thane festag tie 
were paid into the Treasury for land they 


should be burned, and thus a healthy con- | 


traction be constantly maintained. 
France was now embarked 

on & policy of inflation, “inebriated with 

paper money.” The first issue came hard, 


the second somewhat more easily, but as | 


goon as there was a demand for a third 
and later a fourth, and so on, the issues 
came rapidly and with little e resist- 
ance. The pledges to the circula- 
tion of course were broken. The attempts 
to keep up the value of the assiguats were 
unavailing, of course, in spite of the most 
drastic measures to protect them. The 
government went so far as to make it a 
capital crime to invest in foreigu securities, 
and a crime punishable by twenty years’ 
imprisonment to buy gold, but nove of these 
measures could bolater up the vaiue of the 
debased money. “The Louis @’Or stood 
in the market, noting each day with un- 
erring fidelity the decline in the value of 
the assignat,” and that decline was so great 
and rapid that in February, 1796, only Bix 
years after the first paper money issue, one 
franc in gold was worth 288 francs in paper 
money. No enactiiients could stop the 
downward tendency of the paper, “fully 
secured,” “as good as gold.” It obeyed 
the immutable laws of finance “ that are 
not made in conventions of congreszes.” 
The end‘ of this craze came soon, and its 
chronicler is well known, The “ assignats ” 
yielded to the “ mandats,” another form 
of paper money, which it was hoped could 
be kept up in value, and finally all fell to- 
gether, a heap of tubbish. Then the gov- 
ernment, in despair, decreed that the paper 
should be taken at its real value, and that 
bargains might be made in whatever cur- 
rency the people chose. 

This fate of fiatism in France. will be. 
better appreciated gt its true value as a 
historical precedent when it is remembered 
that at that time France was a mighty na- 
tion, rich, compact, and populous, She had 
26,000,000 inhabitants, while Great Britain 
and Ireland had only. 16,000,000, Austria 
15,000,000, and Prussia 5,000,000. Russia 
had a population of 35,000,000, but they 
were largely barbarians and very poor. 

This era of paper money in France, uf- 
dertaken honestly at first, then urged on by 
the debtor class and speculators for a rise 
in values, and then by a thoughtless mob 
“who thought that a nation by its simple 
fiat could stamp real value upon a value- 
less object,” boré down most heavily on 
the working classes. When the end came 
this worthless paper was in their hands, for 
the financiers, men of means, and men of 
shrewdness, had for months been convert- 
ing their possessions into objects of perma- 
nent value. As the issues progressed the 
classes living on fixed incomes, wages or 
salaries, felt the pressure most severely. 
Prices of necessities rose immensely, but 
wages fell. Capital soon retired rather 
than risk investment: when values were 
so.fluctuating and- unstable. Enterprise 
was deadened, employment became scarce, 
and wages dropped almost as fast and as 
far 2s prices rose. “ New issues of paper 
were clamored for as a hew dram is called 
for by a drunkard. The new issues only 
increased the evil, capitalists were all the 
more reluctant to embark their money on 
a sea of doubt.” The moral effect of this 
debased money was even worse. Mr. White 
says: 

All business became a game of chance. Instead 
of satisfaction with legitimate gains came admir- 
ation for cheatery. As Values became more uncer~ 
tain, so came upon the nation the obliteration of 
the idea of thrift. Faith in moral considerations 
or even in good impulses yielded to general dis- 
trust.. National honor was thought a fiction, 


cherished only by enthusiasts. Patriotism was 
eaten out by cynicism. 


This was the history of France from an 
insidious beginning closely akin to the pres- 
ent. free silver movement down to the in- 
evitable ruin from which the nation was 
rescued only by the power of a great and 
absolute monarch. Mr. Bryan invited the 
United States to embark on the same jour- 
ney under his guidance. He asked the 
people to take that fatal first step in cheap 
money. 

And the people have replied in thunder 
tones, ** No!” 


FOLLOWING soon after the “ statement ” 
issued by Altgeld in Illinois, the New York 
Anarchists have issued another, more brief, 
but also more to the point. Copies of this 
epistie have been sent to the leading men 
of the city, but it was only owing to the 
courtesy of the amiable Anarchist Skabo- 
lenski that the text could be deciphered.

piqued. In this way it was expected the 
document would be “‘ pondered over and its 
meaning carefully weighed,” to the discom- 
fiture of the plutocrats and the glory of the 
great cause of Nothing. The character of 
the missive proves to have been unworthy 
af all these elaborate precautions, for it 
threatens nothing more fantastic than 
death to the “traitors” of “The Red 
Hand.” These-last three words comprise 
the signature, and unless the police are 
much mistaken in their expectations a 
few of these “ red hands” will be devoted 
soon to a certain work for the State in 
which they may be useful to humanity fora 
change.

merous Since Last Tuesday — Out- 
look Much Better — Views of Real 
Estate Men —Large Demand for 
‘Puilding Loans—Interesting Su- 
perior Court Decision — To Kenew 
Struggle for Township Abolition. 


Real estate men feel confident of a decid- 
@d improvement in the market as the result 
ef the election. This.year began with en- 
couraging indications for a large number 
of important transactions. It was predict- 
ed and expected by the largest agencies thet 
the business for the year would be of con-, 
siderable Importance in determining. the 
Value of down-town property and wouid 
show an increase in the selling price of 
Warious holdings. 

The hopes were soon dispelled and the 
year has been a most disappointing one in 
every respect. Sales have been few, ten- 
ants have. been reducing expense by cut- 
ting down the amount of space used, and, 
in fact, there has been a general contraction, 
en the part of lessees, which has seriously 
affected the demand for real estate by 
lessening the returns from such invest- 
ments. 2. 

Capital has been timid. The scarcity of 
money has delayed negotiations and made 
them ‘impossible under such conditions. 
Rents_have been well maintained unde: the 
ircumstancés, but have been reduced to 
meet the condition of general business 
‘Since the’ election there is a noticeable im- 
provement in the demand for loans, resi- 


' *¢ence and business property, and for larger

quarters on the part of mercantile firms. 

‘Jt is not expected by the agents that there 
will be any decided increase in the volume 
or extent of transactions for some time to 
come, as real estate is first to feel the bad 
effects of dullness in the commercial world 
and last to recover from its depression. It 
is predicted that the improvement will be 
gradual from now on and that in the spring 
the market will resume its activity. 

Uncertainty Is Removed. 
. “ We feel much éncouraged,’’ said George 
Birkhoff Jr., President of the Real Estate 
Board; “ The election has removed the un- 


certainty as to investments, and there is no 


reason why the market should not begin 
at once to show signs of improvement: In 
fact, there is already a more confident feel- 
ing among investors who are looking’for 
desirable pieces of property. There has 
Been such a complete ‘stagnation in the 
market, for the last six months especially, 
it will take some time for things to shape 
themselves about for good results. It islate 
ini the season now, ny next year we hope 
and expect will be of such a character as 
to counterbalance the dullness which has 
characterized 1896.”’ 

Ss. Wilmer Cannell said: ‘‘ Investors are 
clamoring for mortgages in an unprecedent- 
ed way. All of our 7 per cent paper. was 
taken Wednesday morning and we could 
have placed double the amount if we had it. 


‘There is a big démand for building loans. 


Four applications: were received in our of- 
fice on Friday, and all of these we will close 
in a few days. We have had more interest 
paid in gold in the last three days than for 
three months previous to the election. An 
offer of $40,000 for a building which we con- 
trol has been made since Tuesday, and the 
negotiation will be closed early this week. 
It is evident the holder of the funds for 
investment in this case was waiting for the 
result of the election, as he had investigated 
the property and knew all aboutit. I look 
for a decided improvement in the real estate 
market within the next few weeks.”’ 

’ WV. D. Kerfoot said: ‘‘ Our firm has-been 
encouraged to hope for an immediate im- 
provement in the real estate market by sev- 
eral small sales which have been closed since 
Tuesday.and which were evidently post- 
poned on account of the free silver move- 
ment. -We do not look for any boom in rg¢al 
estate, nor do we wish any such thing, but 
there is every prospect for a steady im- 
‘provement in the general market. There is 
a goed inquiry already noticeable for prop- 
erty for residences and business purposes.”

Uneasy and Sensitive Market. 


The speculative market was sensitive and 
nervous toa high degree. Fluctuations with- 
in a two-cent range were frequent. The 
sharpest changes of tone were on the open- 
ing dip to 77\4c for December as against the 
previous close at 78c bid; the bulge to 79%4c 
on a Bradstreet estimate; and a break to 
73c on an unfavorable bank statement. The 
close was practically at the last price of 
Friday. The extreme high price was within 
4c of top figure on the crop. It was a 
wicked market and described by a scalper 
as one in which “ no lightweights need ap- 
ply.’ The Bradstreet statement had refer- 
ence to the exportable surplus. The esti- 
mates given were predicted on a total yield 
of 400,000,000 bu, which by many are consid- 
ered far too low. The export surplus was 
put at 82,000,000 bu, with only 22,000,000 
bu to go out during the remainder of the 
crop year. The market got .a great head of 
steam on when this was pat out, but was 
chilled by an unfavorable bank statement. 
Early cables were scarcely up to expecta- 
tions, but continental markets all came in 
with the best advances in a number of days. 
Liverpool closed 2d higher for spot and 
14%@2d higher on futures. Paris was up the 
equivalent of 2@2%c, Antwerp 1%@2c. and 
Berlin 3c. The Argentine shipments were 
two and one-half times what they were a 
year ago. Clearances for the week were 
greater by 1,000,000 bu thana yearago. Sanh 
Francisco reported cargoes on a workable 
basis to Australia and South Africa. 


Corn Independently Weak. 


Weakness of the corn market was a puzzle 
to the trade. In spite of the strength of 
wheat corn dragged along under the closing 
prices of Friday, and December closed \c 
lower at 25\4c, and May \@\c lower at 28%c. 
Possibly the weakness was due to lack of 
speculative energy in corn as much as any- 
thing. Trades were of small volume and 
far between. The movement was bullish. 
Receipts were even smaller than the light 
estimate at 355 cars. Thoman’s report said 
that the yield was disappointing to some ex- 
tent in Indiana, Iowa, Missouri, and Kansas, 
due. to damage from excessively wet 
weather. He estimates the total crop at 2,- 
440,000,000: bu, or 62,000,000 less than the 
estimate of a month ago. This had no bull- 
ish effect in the pit. The Liverpool market 
was 4d up. The cash market was not weak. 
in fact the lighter offerings were readily dis- 
posed of. Samples were 4c higher. No. 2to 
go to store made a further step toward the 
December price, bids being within %c of the 
latter price. An advance of 2c per 100 Ibs in 
the Illinois Central rate to New Orleans is 
expected to send a little more corn this way. 
Withdrawals from store were fair at 409,741 
bu. Seaboard clearances for the week were 
2,247,000 bu, or about 200,000 bu less than 
last week, but twice as much as for the same 
week a year ago. Exports from Argentina 
were 976,000 bu. New York reported 125,000 
bu taken, and four ports cleared nearly 400,- 
000 bu. Vessel room was taken here for 827.,- 
000 bu. Primary point receipts for the week 
were 3,656,000 bu, against 2,680,000 bu for the 
same week last year. 

The oats market was stronger than corn, 
responding more readily to wheat, but trade 
was small. May sold up to 22c, a gain of 
yc, and closed at 22%c, while December 
closed at 19\%c bid, after selling at 19%c. 
Receipts were larger than expécted at 318 
yy but only 150 cars are estimated for Mon- 

ay.

Torpedo Boat Warfare. 


Torpedo bcat warfare is strangely akin to 
the conduct of a forlorn hope. Almost 
always the torpedo boat’attacks a vessel 
many times superior in point of size and 
strength of battery; and, while the approach 
is generally under the cover of darkness and 
in a spirit of stealth, the electric search- 
lights of the enemy may discover the ad- 
vancing craft long before torpedo range is 
reached, yet while-the small craft is directly 
exposed to the fire of the antagonist’s guns. 

Once betrayed by its luminous bow wave, 
sparks from its stack, or some inadvertent 
noise, it is at once under the storm of quick- 
firing rifles, and if not near enough to launch 
a torpedo its destruction, at least, is practi- 
cally accomplished. If near enough and dis- 
covered onward it dashes, while the water 
is cut by a shower of shot and shell, and big 
red rents dot its blazing stacks and show 
how true is the enemy’s fire. A point 
reached where it js well nigh impossible to 
fail, and then, if the Captain of the gun be 
yet alive, onward speeds the torpedo with 
that irresistible burden of pentup death and 
demolition. A brief space in which one 
might easily hold one’s breath, and then a 
dull heavy boom, a column of water a hun- 
dred feet and more high, quivering as if in 
hesitation at its apex, but falling a moment 
later with all the shattering force of untold 
thousands of tons, and the destruction of 
man’s proudest handiwork, a battleship, 
has been attained.

Plenty of Better Substitutes. 


Dr. Sudduth said yesterday there is no 
case known where alcohol is a necessity. 
‘* Ether and ammonia can be used in cases 
of collapse, either hypodermically or inter- 
nally. It has been positively demonstrated 
that alcohol is not a food. Those who have 
held that it has nourishing qualities have 
been unable to demonstrate that the human 
system can absorb more than one-half. an 
ounce in twenty-four hours. A hospital 
based on absolutely prohibitive principles, 
provided, of course, that the skill of its 
physicians and its appointments are of the 
best, cannot fail to be a success. There are 
scores of physicians who will scout this 
statement, but there are not as many who 
will find fault with it today by many thou- 
sands as there were five years ago. A com-

SOMETIMES THE PUBLIC GETS A CHANCE

ly publication of some kind. 

Beyond this, however, no thought is given 
to the almost innumerable publications that 
are printed and distributed in this cosmopol- 
itan community.. Indeed, few, if any, have 
any real conception of the huge circulation 
of Chicago's publications. According to the 
best information obtainable, which is taken 
from the various newspaper directories, this 
circulation aggregates some  600,00w,000 
copies a year—between half and three-quar- 
ters of a billion—or 50,000,000 a month, which 
means an average of about 1,750,000 a day, 
or, presuming the publications were all sold 
in Chicago, an average of one copy a day 
for each inhabitant of the city, including 
about 250,000 babies and children who are 
too young to read. 

The number of publications printed in Chi- 
cago is 812. They are divided into the fol- 
‘lowing classes: Daily, 38; Sunday, 11; week- 
ly, 287; semi-weekly, 6; bi-weekly, 3; semi- 
monthly, 56; monthly, 319; semi-quarterly, 
1; quarterly, 42. 

There are seventy-nine religious papers and 
magazines. printed, which shows that the 
spiritual wants of Chicagoans are well ca- 
tered to. There are seventy-five papers pub- 
lished in languages other than English, in- 
cluding German, Norwegian, Finnish, Bo- 
hemian, Danish, French, Polish, Swedish, 
Spanish, Italian, and Russian. Of the dailies, 
eleven are printed in foreign languages. 
Twenty-two religious papers are also print- 
ed in foreign languages. 


Trade and Other Papers. 


The various trades have papers devoted 
to their interests to the number of thirty- 
nine. Fifty-six of the papers published in 
Chicago claim to be independent, thirteen 
are of a literary character, seven are pub- 
lished in*the interests.of labor, the colored

Using these a 
figures as a basis, there are 177,370,272. copies 
mailedinayear. Thedifference between this 
and the 600,000,000 copies printed each year 
is 422,629,728, which are sold on the streets, 
on the railroad trains, or expressed by news- 
paper trains to cities all over the,country. 
Still using the postoffice estimate of four 
copies to the pound, the total weight of 
paper used in printing the mewspapers and 
magazines of Chicago is 150,000,000 pounds 
a year, or 75,000 tons. Another calculation 
shows the hugeness of the newspaper busi- 
nese im this city. The twelve-page morning 
daily paper may be taken as the average 
size of all publications. It is a fair average, 
for while some of the weekly papers are not 
so large, the discrepancy is more than made 
up by the Sunday papers and some of the 
monthiies. Taking this as an avérage, the 
twelve pages are made up of six sheets, each 
sheet being tienty-four inches long. If 
the sheets published tn a year were placed 
end to end they would reach the enormous 
length of 1,363,636 miles.

SYSTEM ‘BY WHICH GREAT RAIL- 
ROADS KEEP TRACK OF BAGGAGE. 


How the Modern Cardboari Tag Dis- 

| placed the Old Brass Disk — Slip 
Gives an Immense Amount of In- 
formation to Those Who Can Un- 
derstand It—Tracing Lost Trunks 
and Detecting False Claims Are 
Easy. 


General Baggage Agent of a Chi- 
cago railroad remarked the other day 
that during the year 1895 he had han- 
dled 900,000 pieces of baggage, and of 

that number only one had been lost, and 
Uhat was stolen by its owner, who subse- 
quently made a claim for it. 

This tells the story of the evolution of the 
baggage check, The big Chicago roads all 
-. plaim to have handled from 150,000 to 1,000,- 
D00 pieces last year with losses averaging 
a half dozen grips to the road. 

The story begins at a date prior to the 
use of brass checks and carries the reader 


to the present, when the metal plates which | 


have hitherto burdened the pockets of the 
passenger have been superseded almost en- 
tirely by a small piece of cardboard,

But 
when the lines began te branch out into 
tems it was found that a whole side of 
the boure did not begin to provide the space 

‘on which to hang them, 

About this time a bright idea struck Fred 
Wallington, the Michigan Central baggage 
agent at Detroit. An. Kastern line had plas- 
tered the walis of his station with quarter 
sheet cardboard advertisements. From one 
of these he cut a small tag the sige and 
shape of a baggage check and then out outa 
Rot through which he passed the strap. 

mn this*he wrote the name or number of 
the station for which the age was in- 
tended.

MOSTLY COME NOWADAYS FROM THE 
PHOTOGRAPH GALLERIES. 


Much of the Recent Art Has Its Origis 
in the Negatives of Skillfal Picture. 
Takers—Users of the Camera Have 
Their Studios and Their List of Pro- 
fessional Models —~ Trade Secrets 
Revealed by One of Them.

T is getting extremely unsafe nowadays 
to inquire too closely into the history of 
the various works of art which are ex- 
hibited for sale in Chicago show win- 

dows. Whether they are photogravures, 
etchings, lithographs, water-color sketches, 
er even elaborate oil paintings signed by

The system by which all checks are re- 
turned to the respective roads has become so 
perfect that the former practice of asking 
for the return of the checks has been aban- 
doned. Each road relies on the others to re- 
turn. Friday is the day generally recog- 
niged as returning day, and all the roads 
buneh up. The “foreigns’’ are bunched 
up and sent home once a week.

on the spot and tell her what I want. Of 
course, I have to use a little discretion; but 
Tam almost never refused. People working 
in shops and stores often strike my faney, 
and as a rule they are al) willing to pose. 
It fs this kind of people I use largely, with 
only a few models who make their entire 
living by posing for artists. 

“The great difficulty is in finding subh- 
jects who are beautiful enough of face or 
form to serve the purposes required. I have 
now several orders requiring a considerabic 
@isplay of figure, which are wanted as soon 
as possible. but for which it is hard to get 
as good subjects as I desire. This difficulty 
is more true of forms than faces, and where 


both are required to be beautiful the task 
is considerable.” 


Photographing Professional Models. 


When these models arrive for a sitting 
they are paid‘in advance and required to 
sign a statement to the effect that they 
give. the photographer the entire right to dis- 
pose of their pictures as he may see fit. 
This procedure is taken to avoid the un- 
pleasant consequences which might arise 
in case a relative or friend, recognizing one 
of the pictures in an advertisement or show 
window, has serious abjections. 

Once the preliminaries are over with, the 
model ig given the costume appropriate to 
the picture wanted and retires to prepare for 

In the matter of gowns and 
dresses the studio is well provided, and the 
collection of accessories is larger than that 
of many prominent artists. Neceasarily the 
range of work is extended, and the variety 
of subjects handled is immense. For some 
effects perhaps merely a box of shoe-black- 
ing is wanted, for others an elaborate French 
peasant costume or the gown of a Princess 
is required. . 

When costumes and accessories are all 
provided, next comes the work of posing. 
To this, as well as to the handling of the 
lights and camera, Miss Tonneson attends 
herself. In it Hes practically ajl the difi- 
culty of producing an artistic picture. When 
the model is in position the correct point of 
view is selected, the curtains and screens ar- 
ranged so as to produce the most beautiful 
effects in face or form, and the scenie ae- 
companiments fixed exactly as they should 
be in the real painting, then the rest is mere- 
ly the technique of the photographer. 

The destinations of the art and commercial 
pictures taken in this manner are many and 
varied, Some of the negatives have been or- 
dered beforehand by business houses, en- 
graving companies, and artists. Others are 
absorbed by the art firms and lithograplers. 
Some are shown to the public in almost their 
original state; others disappear from view 
forever, and instead a much changed piece, 
suggested by them, appears. That is’ 
why the prevalence of the photographic 
originate in art work are not more widely 

now n. 


What Becomes of the Negatives. 


Pictures ordered by business houses are 
usually turned into half-tone engravings 
and appear as advertising matter shortly 
afterwards, almost exactly in the original 
shape. Where an engraving company in- 
tervenes, all kinds of effects are produced 
by means of enlargement, reduction, color- 
ing, and the addition of lettering and scenic 
accessories. Poster artists use but the out- 
lines, putting on their color schemes to suit 
themselves, and adding the: lettering and 
decorative work to fit the particular case. 
Occasionally a specially beautiful piece of 
work will be the original of a sketch in 
wafer colors or oils, which will hang in an 
exhibit of recent art works, 

But the more important and frequent 
destination of a negative is the one least 
generally known—the art companies. There 
are several large concerns in this country 
which deal in popular art works. These 
companies have their agents throughout 
the principal cities on the lookout for es- 
pecially attractive pieces in their line. When 
one of these buyers see a photograph that 
appeals to him as a Lkely original for a 
commercial picture he immediately proceeds 
to make vigorous efforts to secure it. If he 
succeeds, the negative is sent to the gen- 
eral works of the company, and then the 
grand transformation process begins. 

When the picture*in question appears to 
public gaze it may be in any one or all of 
six or a dogen different shapes. It may also 
be enlarged and reduced into half a dozen 
It may appear as an art 
photograph, a tarbon reproduction, or a 
photogravure. Or it may simply be an of- 
dinary photograph colored by hand oP ae te 

ely 
than anything else it will probably appear 
as a lithograph, reproduced by one of the 
numerous oolor processes into a picture of 
great gelling ability among the middie 
classes. Other possibilities include copies in 
orayon, pastel, water colors, or ofls—in fact 
about all the specialties of the pencil and 
brush. But a picture which. grows into all 
of these many ramifications is in fact a real 
work of art. ;

Bridgwe Is His Home. 


‘lige Smith at Polk street is the only man 
on the river who lives year in and year out 
in his bridge house, The most exciting time 
in his experience was when his bridge got 
away. It was a windy day in the spring and 
a schooner was “lying up.”’ “Lige and his 
helper manned the levers, got the bridge 
half open, when it suddenly ranaway. With 
the wind for a captain it started on a 
cruise, threw the two men off against the 
railing, and swung around two or three 
times before they could man the levers 
again. They had hard work to hold it in 
mid stream while the vessel went through. 
‘Lige is a sleek, powerful African, with 
straight black hair, which he keeps combed 
well down. His bridge house; which is his 
home, has two reoms, The parlor wall is 
eoveread with photographs. He keeps the 
place up like a forecastie of a man-of-war. 

Out South, where the sluggish water 
creeps among the lumber piles, the bridge- 
tender hag little to do.

Suspended in Midair.

Mr. Mansfield has done for Shakspeare’s 
greatest villain. Not one of the whole list 
of the poet’s works has been more abused, 
none has been so much torn to shreds and 
taters by ranting tragedians than “ Richard 
111.” So much has this been the cese that 
the play has fallen into disrepute and many 


'- ~« have gone so far as to doubt whether Shak- 


epeare ever had a hand in writing it at all. 
‘The reason is very simple. Forming as it 
does the fourth part of a historical tetralogy, 
‘the play has no proper beginning, and being 
certainly the work of more than one author 
{t frequently loses coherence. In other 
words, there is no advance to the final catas- 
trophe; there is a sequence of scenes with- 
out sequence of thought save that Richard 
is the central figure in all of them. Hence 
ene the oft-repeated cry that the develop- 
ment of sharacter, which is so important in 
the other tragedies, is absent here. Rich- 
ard is the same villain-in the first scene as 
in the last; in fact, he was naturally a villain 
when he came into the world feet foremost 
end fully equipped with teeth. This is a fair 
criticism so long as the play remains in its 

original chaotic state. . 

But here steps in the modern interpreter. 
Let him prune away a dozen scenes which 
the taste of the present day. pronounces 
tedious, let him give the play a proper in- 
troduction, so that we may know where we 
stand, let him stage it with appropriate 
scenery and musical accessories, and sud- 
denly the character of Richard III. looms out 
upon the canvas terrible and fascinating as 
anything in dramatic ar.. lie appears, to 
use afiother similitude, in rerfect outline, 
just as some ancient masicrpiece of Greek 
sculpture grows inio existence by the clear- 
ing away of the rubbish of time. And then 
the true development of character is appar- 
ent, which before was hidden in a mass of 

disconnected crimes. A.man may be a vil- 

lain from his cradle upwards. Richard III. 

undoubtedly was such a man, if we are to 

believe the historians of the time, who paint- 
ed him in colors at least as dark as those 
which Shakspeare employed. Yet that does 
not prevent his character changing. Isthere 
no difference between the light-hearted 
Gloster, who trips easily onto the stage in 
the first act, and the cunning villain who 
makes & fine art of hypocrisy, the King with 
the weight of authority upon his shoulders 
and the burden of accumulated murders, 
oy and to come, upon his heart; and finally 
y ¢ desperate dreamer upon the eve of battle, 
who discovers that even he, Richard, the 
arch-criminal, is a slave to that conscience 
which makes cowards of us all? I doubt 
‘whether in all Shakspeare there is a finer 
h of character development, or one 
which contains more delicate lights and 
shades than is to be found in the piay of 
“ Richard III.” ag given by Mr. Mansfield. 
And yet there is not one line or situation 
which is not direct! derived from the 
original. . For the. time we have Richard 
as Sh © must have conceived him, 
free of the excrescences which hitherto 
have blurred the true outline. 

Of course it is regarded in some quarters 
as a crime to tamper with the “ Ipsissima 
Verba” of the great dramatist. Indeed, 
there are those who would have us play upon 
the old Elizabethan stage, with sign posts 
for seenery and a crazy fiddle or so for or- 
chestra. In this way the “ Faust ” of Chris- 
topher Marlowe was given recently in Lon- 
don, happily with scant success. It is to be 
hoped in the interests of true art that such 
attempts at caricaturing a great master’s 
creations may meet with as small favor in 
the future as they have done in the past. 
If we know anything about Shakspeare at 
all, it is that if he had been alive today he 
would have wished his plays to be given 
with all the aids to dramatic representation 
that the modern stage affords. In this way 
alone can the lover of Shakspeare be drawn 
to witness his works in the theater. It is 
thus that Mr. Beerbohm Tree recently made 
@ success of “ Henry IV.,’’ which most peo- 
ple would have thought imposssibie. If we 
may not have them so it is infinitely better 
to give up the attempt and relegate the 

test dramatic genius of the world to the 
rary. There we can imagine the shocks 
of. battle and the visions of dead victims 
which on the stage become parts of a ludi- 
crous farce. And here we would go one step 
farther than Mr. Mansfield and either pro- 
eure a better following for Richmond than 
his present band of warriors, which re- 
sembies nothing so much as the remnant of 
a free silver procession, or elsé omit the 
a army de altogether.

Pastoral comedy is also returning to popu- 
larity. Mr. Wyndham was never better 
than in “* Rosemary,’’ a play in which he 
seems to have a worthy counterpart on this 
side of the Atlantic in Mr. John Drew. It 
was rather to have been expected that Mr. 
Drew would have been overweighted with 
the part of a middle-aged Squire, possessing 
some depth 6f character, but apparently 
that is not the case. Miss Barrymore is at 
present understudying the part of 
heroine, which she may assume if Miss Maud 
Adams goes on a starring tour.

“Love in Idleness”’ is another comedy Of 
a more farcical nature, but removed entirely 
from the sphere of Ibsen, which has proved 
successful in London chiefly on account of 
Mr. Edward Terry’s excellent acting. It is 
the story of an indolent man who first 
plunges his friends into difficulties by his 
laziness, and then accentuates the agony by 
a sudden and misdirected energy. Finally, 
of course, fortune changes and all ends hap- 
pily. Itis a play which any wife might take 
her husband to. 


In’ Paris the drama is not in a very cheer- 


ful condition. There was a considerable 
amount of disappointment at the opening 
of the Odéon with a dramatization of Gau- 
tier’s “‘la Capitane Fracasse,” a book 
which,’ was never intended for stage pur- 
poses; and now M. Brieux has failed to 
arouse any enthusiasm with his attempt 
to introduce the social problem into a play 
entitled *‘ Les Bienfaiteurs.””

WORK IN GOVERNMENT CONTRACTS. 


Ten Millions te Be Awarded at Ouce 
Now That Our Financial Policy 
Is Settied. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 6.—The defeat of 
the Popocratic ticket will result in large 
contracts being awarded at once by the gov- 
ernment, involving almost $1,000,000, the ad- 
vertisements for which have been held back 
at the requests of prospective bidders until 
after the future financial policy of the coun- 
try had been decided. Of this sum the Light- 
house Board of the Treasury has been wait- 
ing two months to spend $325,000 in the con- 
struction of three light vessels and two tend- 
ers, and they would have had them under 
way long ago but for the indisposition of the 
concerns to bid for the work previous to the 
election, Within a few days these boats will 
be open for competition, and some lively and 
close bidding is expected. Contracts for sup- 
plies under the various departments have 
also been held back, when usually they are 
given ‘soon after the fiscal year begins in 
July, and enormous sums await to be ex- 
pended in the improvements of rivers and 
harbors, which would have been in circula- 
tion three months but for the uneasiness 
caused by the campaign. 

The greatest contract awarded by the gov- 
ernment in the last few months involved over 
$10,000,000, for the construction of the three 
new battleships and eleven torpedo boats, 
and had the Navy Department authority to 
postpone the opening of the bids until this 
week it would unquestionably have done so, 
as requested by the leading ship firms. Since 
then there have been but few advertisements 
issued by the departments for work of any 
kind, as it was realized that if bids were sub- 
mitted previous to the election they would 
probably be higher than now and the com- 


‘petition less close. 


Today there was an indication of the con- 
fidence that has been restored when several 
persons appeared at the District Tax Office 
and offered gold in large quantities in pay- 
ment of their debts. This money had been 
hoarded up for months through apprehension 
of Bryan’s election, but now that one dollar 
is as good as another hundreds of other peo- 
ple are ready to give up their gold in payment 
of taxes, and some are giad to get rid of it. 


Czar’s Train, 

One cannot fail to be impressed with the 
ponderous strength of the eleven huge sa- 
loons. In build they have the appearance of 
being made of massive steel, and it is re- 
markable how few are the windows per- 
mitted to each “coach.” When railway car- 
riages were first constructed one window on 
each side to each compartment was the al- 
lowance. The Czar is content with less 
light. The deficiency is hardly made up by 
that derived from the clerestory roof, for in 
a long vehicle measuring sixty-five feet 
there are not more than five small windows. 
These are all on one side, and can be in- 
stantly shuttered. Extreme solidity, mas- 
sive gun-metal bearings, which are care- 
fully examined by stolid Russian attendants 
from time to time, most complete warming 
appanatus, and absolutely strict seclusion 
are the characteristics of the imperial train. 
It is painted a black-blue, with a thin bead- 
ing of gold, and, except for very small gold 
double-headed eagies at intervals, there is 
no decoration. Everything is plain, severe, 
and self-contained. Fiexible and collapsible 
gangways, on the latest corridor principle, 
connect the carriages. One can imagine 
this train snowed up or besieged and yet 
its occupants secure and their creature com- 
forts served by the resources of the train 
in all departments, from the kitchen to the 
boudoir. Nor is the train limited to one 
gauge, for its axles are readily adjustable, 
so that the Czar may always take.his travel- 
ing house with him, no matter upon what 
line of continéntal railway he may jour- 
ney. Still there is no parade of its luxury— 
the almost dead walls of the carriages con- 
cealing their interiors from the eye of the 
curious. Such is the train which M. Kopo- 
skine, the Engineer of Russian Railways, 
has now in responsible charge. Its weight, 
length, and dimensions assign it to the 
heaviest rolling stock in the world, and 
therefore among the safest; for collisions 
have shown that the more solidly built a 
carriage is the less disposed it is to “ tele- 
scope.’""—-London Daily Telegraph. 


English - Mercantile 
Steamers. 


In a recent speech before the British Ship- 
masters’ Society Sir Charles Dilke quoted 
largely from the report of Sir Edward 
Reed’s Parliamentary committee on the va- 
rious evils afflicting the English mercantile 
marine, especially the employment of foreign 
seamen and officers and undermanning. He 
said that he believed that the government 
would have to go far beyond the recommen- 
dations of that committee and make equit- 
able terms with the shipmasters to secure 
the proper education both of officers and 
seamen. A large proportion of the witnesses 
before the committee testified that both 
officers and men on board considerable 
steamers often were taken from their proper 
work and set to do the work of laborers. 
Steamers had been met at sea without an 
officer on the bridge and with no one 
on deck but the steersman. In some 
cases Officers had to paint, to scrub decks, 
to trim and relight lamps, or to work in the 
hold. There were cases in which even the 
Captain had to do things of this kind, and 
that, too, in narrow waters traversed by 
many vessels. Sometimes an Austrian, 
Italian, or Greek sailor had sole charge of 
the deck. One witness, Capt. Crutchley, 
declared boldly that the whole evil of under- 
manning was attributable directly to “ un- 
limited insurance,” the suggestion being 
that a certain class of owners regard the 
probable loss of ships as a source of profit. 
It seems certain that the British sailor is 
becoming rarer and rarer on British ships, 
which means that the supply for the nava! 
reserve is threatened. ' 


Undermanned 


The Czar Punished the Wrong Editor. 

The cable some time ago announced the 
temporary suppression of the Grazhdanin of 
St. Petersburg for speaking disrespectfully 
of the French Government and President 
Faure, It now turns out that the unlucky 
journal only reprinted, in paraphrase, an ar- 
ticle which the Paris Figaro printed without 
rebuke from the French censor. Here is a 
sample passage on M. Faure: “* How strange 
and ludicrous must be the psychological 
world moving in the brain of this chosen 
head of the people and in the palace of this 
monarch of democracy! How small he must 
feel himself in presence of the democracy 
which has made him great, and how much 
he would like to feel great before the ap- 
pearance of Czarish majesty coming from 
across the Channel! How he despises, at 
such a moment, the democracy which he is 
bound to respect, and how he venerates 
the pomp of monarchy which his duty calls 
upon him to despise! Poor Felix Faure! 
From first to Jast during the visit of Nicho- 
las If. he has been forced to appear every- 
where in that accursed black suit, like the 
President of the United States, instead of 
in a brilliant uniform, like the Emperor 
William at Breslau.”” This only provoked 
a smile in Paris, the Russian authorities 
proving more tender of French susceptibili- 
ties than the French themselves. The 
Grazhdanin, however, is used to discipline 
on account of its comments on foreign gov- 
ernments. Not so many years ago it was 
suppressed for impolite remarks about Ger- 
many and Bismarck.

The house to which we were 
ealled was one of those which was fitted with 
a burglar alarm system. It had.been rain- 


}ing terribly for almost twenty-four hours, 


and we drove to the house through streets 
swimming with water. It was about mid- 
night when we arrived and all the members 
of the family were up and half scared to 
death. The burglar alarm had gone off a 
few minutes before, and they were dead sure 
there were thieves in the house. We looked 
all over the upper floors of the building and 
failed to find even the least trace of anything 
wrong.

AVE you ever looked from the top 


gallery of the Auditorium down on 

the stage during a Chicago Orchestra 

concert? If you have you may re- 
call how much the double bass players and 
their instruments looked like beetles in per- 
petual motion. The nearer the stage the 
greater grows the action, until, if you hap- 
pen to be unmusical and there is not a 
screen in front of you formed by a woman’s 
hat, you fall to speculating what the same 
force would do if expended in other direc- 
tions. 

The Mexican National Band did its own 
illustrating in this line.

The violins are the stringed instruments 
requiring least effort, the violas, the ’cellos, 
and the contrabasses following in increased 
degree. Combined, the force exercised in 
one season would considerably exceed the 
motion of hoisting all the sails on the fleet 
which the wind instrument players could 
so easily blow away. The contrabass player 
is the man of muscle. His strokes are short, 
but they carry force, and if all of them 
were condensed into one swift one the sea- 
son’s exertions of the contrabasses would 
be sufficient to operate a chewing gum slot 
machine the height of the Auditorium tower.

Converted Into Belligerent Force. 
The man with the kettledrums is yet an- 
other example, and one that would put to 
shame the best adept in the manly art of 
self-defense.

carefully mcasured it 
would be found that 
in a few properly con- 
ducted concerts he 
would have exhausi- 
ed the vitality of the 
champion pugilist. in 
the course of a musi-

more about. All of 
which is encouraging, especially at a tifne 
when there is so much written about deca- 
dence.

Arm Encircles the World. 


If one bins to compute what this indi- 
vidual may do one will likely have vertigo. 
How many miles does he reach with his 
baton if all the beats

ured? How far does 
his arm reach in its 
tireless motion in the 
course of a season? 
Likely the length of 
an arm that would 
encircle the earth. 
And think of the 
length of an embrace 
that could encircle 
the earth! All this is 
not taking into con- 
sideration the signals 
to the bass drum to

Another notice which she found on her ar- 
rival that morning warned here that she 
had been sending too much small change to 
the general office, and the rule of the com- 


pany required that all ticket sellers should, 


convert the nickels and dimes received dur- 
ing the day into money of larger denomina- 
tion, bills being preferred. To meet this re- 
quirement Miss Nicklegate was obliged to 
employ the girl who attended the news 
stand in the station to take her small change 
and go out among the shopkeepers in the 
neighborhood and exchange it for large bills 
and.silver dollars. As the supply of small 
change in the vicinity of elevated stations is 
always much greater than the demand Miss 
Nicklegate’s agent was often compelled to 
go two or three blocks In her search for the 
money. This she was not willing to do with- 
out compensation, and at the end of the first 
month Miss Nicklegate found that this un- 
expected item of expense amounted to one 
full day’s pay. 

At the beginning of her second week she 
received a letter from the cashier at the 
general offices that she had been sending in 
too much “ over cash.” Scrupulously hon- 
est, Miss Nicklegate had been in the habit 
of turning in with her reports the amoonts 
received by her through mistake in excess 
of the number of tickets sold, and this is 
called *‘ over cash.” 

Anxious to conform to the requirements 
of the office Miss Nicklegate thereupon 
transferred to her own pocket the ‘“ over 
cash,”’ until a few days later she received 
another warning from the cashier that no 
“over cash” had been received and de- 
manded the reason. On referring the offi- 
cial to his former notice that she had turned 
in too much he replied that she was expected 
to “ turn in neither too much nor too little.”

It is the delight of the Caxton club to se- 
cure reprints of books which are s0 rare 
and so valuable as to be. unobtainable save 
fur possible reference purposes, or which 
may be looked at only through the glass 
covering of a case. Among the books in 
this, the library of a Prince, which are well 
worth the cost and trouble of reproduc- 
tion, are works upon which the eyes of few 
moderns have looked. 

‘Having a place in these treasures there 
is an “A, B, C”™ book in 100 languages. 
It is invaluable for the study of the signifi- 
cance of alphabetical signs, and as a crown- 
ing glory it is a book which even the British 
Museum does not own. 

A chronicle of the City of Naples, pub- 
lished in 1526, is so rare that Brunet did not 
know of its existence. It also is absent 
from the British collection. One of the most 
beautiful books in the collection is a work of 
Ludovic Dolce. It is called “*‘ New Observa- 
tions on General and Modern Languages, 
Illustrated with Proverbs and the Poems of 
Ariosto.”” Brunet knew nothing of this, and 
it cannot be seen in the British Museum. 
The leaves of the book are uncut. 


Not in the British Museum. 


“TL/ecu di L’infernu,”’ an anonymous work 
and very old, is printed in the Sicilian dialect. 
The story follows the lines of Dante. This 
is another work not mentioned by -Brunet 
and which is not owned by the British Mu- 
geum. 

A work on Tuscan and Spanish dialects, by 
Alessandri d’Urbino, and published by Mat- 
tia Cancer at Naples in 1560, is rare and of 
much interest to language students.

Left to her own judgment she gradually 
struck a happy medium and received no 
more warnings on that score. 


She Worked Long Hours. 


Miss Nicklegate worked fourteen hours 
every day in the week, including Sunday. 
For this she received $1.50 per day. Pay 
day varied from the 10th to the 14th of every 
month, so that she usually worked six 
weeks before receiving her salary for the 
month. 

To get her salary she was obliged to go to 
the general offices, and, as no notice of the 
day when payment would be made 
was given, she was often com- 
pelled to make more than one 
trip. The time consumed in making the 
trip to and from the offices usually took 
about two hours. As she could not go be- 
fore business hours in the morning she was 
forced to go after 7 o’clock in the evening, 
which meant the loss of her supper and her 
evening at home. 

Six months of this sort of work inside ofa 
cage eight feet square brought on an irre- 
sistible desire for a holiday. Application 
for a day's rest brought a reply from the 
Superintendent that it could not be granted. 
She was informed that ticket-sellers were 
allowed one week’s vacation every year— 
without salary, of course—the time to be 
fixed at the convenience of the company. 

Six months later she agaih made applica- 
tion for a vacation, and it was granted. 
When she had been away from the station 
three days she was notified to report for 
duty the next morning, as her substitute had 
been sent to another station. 

She gave up her plans for the day and re- 
ported promptly. At 8 o’clock that after- 
noon she was again relieved and told that 
she could finish her vacation. When she 
received her envelope next pay day she 
found she had been docked for the one-quar- 
ter of a day she had not worked, and the 
amount, 37% cents, had been deducted from 
her salary. 

One evening when the night ticket-seller 
reported for duty Miss Nicklegate detected 
unmistakable evidences that he had been 
drinking. She said nothing to him at the 
time, but a few nights later he reported in 
worse condition, and Miss Nicklegate kindly 
remained an hour over her time in his place 
to give him an opportunity of sobering up 
before going to work. As she knew the 
man had a family, and was not addicted to 
the habit of drinking she was glad of the 
chance to return the kindness he had shown 
her the first morning that she had reported 
for work. 

The next night a new man presented him- 
self in place of the old night ticket-seller, 
and he quickly dropped out of her know!]l- 
edge. 


Dismissed for Her Kindness. 


A week later she received notice that she 
had been dismissed, no cause being assigned. 
She was stunned by the news and quietly 
gave up her keys and other property that be- 
longed to the company when the new ticket 
seller appeared to take her place. It was 
the middle of November, she had been un- 
able to save anything out of her meaker 
salary, ‘her slender winter wardrobe was of 
the year before, and needed replenishing, 
and the prospect of facing the winter with- 


out the means of earning a living completely | 


crushed her. She went home, threw herself 
upon her little hard bed in a cold and cheer- 
less room and cried herself to sleep. 

When she went to the general offices the 
next day to draw the small balance of her 
sAlary she plucked up courage_to confront

born of despair and injustice, and through 
the influence of powerful friends, who 
promptly exerted themselves after they had 
heard her story, she finally succeeded in 
bringing the matten to the attention of the 
President of the company. 


Regained Her Position Again. 


This official, who is noted for his high 
standing and influence in one of the most 
aristocratic churches in Chicago and his 
work among the Sunday-schools and church- 
es of the city and State, at first flatly refused 
to interfere. However, after the influence 
of two prominent directors been 
brought to bear upon him,,he reluctantly 
gave orders for Miss Nicklegate’s reinstate- 
ment. 

Soon after her return to her post of duty 
Miss’ Nicklegate became conscious of the at- 
tention of one of the inspectors of the road, 
He was a handsome young fellow of about 
her own age, and his agreeable manners and 
lively conversation helped to break the mo- 
notony of many a long afternoon. His du- 
ties, which consisted of riding over the road 
and reporting upon the service and condition 


of employés, gave him plenty of time in 


which to make love to the brown-haired lit- 
tle woman in the little cage. He pressed his 
suit so arduously in less thar a month’s time 
she felt she would be ready to say “ yes ”’ to 
his proposal of marriage, which she had 
every reason to expect. 

One evening, just as she was leaving the 
station for home, a white-faced woman 
leading a little boy by the Hand approached 
her and asked if she knew whether her hus- 
band, an inspector, had been at the station 
during the day. 


How Frankness Was Rewarded. 


With an intuition of approaching shame 
and trouble Miss Nicklegate tremblingly 
asked his name, It was that of her lover. 
Without a word she took the woman’s arm 
and led her home. Frankly she told her 
story, and while she was still talking her 
lover, unsuspecting her presence, came home 
and entered the room. With cool brutality 
he acknowledged his perfidy and left the 
house. 

Next day his wife reported the matter to 
the Superintendent and stated that he had 
neglected to properly provide for his fam- 
ily. The man received a warning note from 
his superior and was allowed to continue at 
his work. 

Three days later Miss Nicklegate received 
the following notice from the Superintend- 
ent: 

‘* Office of the Chicago Round Curve Rall- 
road, April 1, 1895.—Miss Jane Nicklegatfe, 
Agent—Madam: Your services will no long- 
er be required for the reason that you have 
been receiving the attentions of a married 
man, an employé of this company. 

‘*H. ROUNDEMUP, Supt.’’ 

And that ended little Miss Nicklegate’s 
experience as a ticket seller on the elevated 
railroad.

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brary for the purchase of the books has been 
accepted. There are nearly 20,000 volumes 
in the library, which is said to be the finest 
linguistic collection in the world. 

One year ago the books were offered for 
tale at the almost prohibitory price of $200,- 
000. The sum offered by the Newberry Li- 
brary has not been made public. Prince 
Louis Lucien Bonaparte died in Italy in 
1891 at the age of nearly 80 years. He was 
a son of Lucien Bonaparte, a brother of 
Napoleon I. of France. Almost the only am- 
bition of Louis’ life was to own, as theresult 
of his own labors, a linguistic library which 
should be declared by bibliophiles to be the 
greatest in the world. He lived to see the 
fulfillment of his ambition. It was his desire 
to get every work on grammar and every 
dictionary known to any language in the 
world. He not only wanted languages but 
the dialects of districts, and if he could find 
neither-a grammar nor a dictionary of the 
words used in any particular dialect he 
would engage a scholar to write a story or 
a treatise in the dialect desired and would 
then have it printed at his own expense. 


Ransacked Europe for Grammars. 


He exhausted Europe in this search for 
language works and then turned his atten- 
tion to other countries. His position gave 
him the greatest possible advantage in the 
prosecution of his collecting work. His love 
for books in general and his desire for those 
which touched on language were known to 
publishers and authors all over the world 
and hundreds of copies were made especially 
for presentation purposes and given to him 


‘ with the author’s autograph upon the first 


page, an addition which renders many of the 
works more than doubly valuable. While 
Prince Louis was still a young man his 
fame as a linguist was world wide. Books 
in all languages fairly poured in upon the 
‘‘Cousin of an Emperor,’’ who valued a 
book above all earthly treasures. He be- 
came the intimate of the language students 
of all countries.. He valued money only as 
it furnished the means to purchase books. 
He kept in touch with dealers in all parts 
of the world and knew within the shortest 
possible time every new book that was placed 
in the market. When the fall of the empire 
at the clpse of the Franco-Prussian war 
drove his family from the throne of France 
he was deprived of a large portion of his 
income. After that he not infrequently 
denied himself even the necessaries of life in 
order that he might have the means to pur- 
chase some coveted volume. During his 
extended travels Prince Louis visited the 
book shops of every town of any size into 
which he entered. He valued a wérk on a 
South Pacific dialect more than he did a 
classic. If a new dialect came to his knowl- 
edge he gave himself no peace until some- 
thing of it in printed form found a place in 
his library. 


More Complete than Brunet. 


Starting, as has been said, primarily to 
collect European works wth the ultimate 
object of getting linguistic works of every 
nation and people, Prince Louis acquired 
books of the greatest bibliographical in- 
terest and rarity, many of which cannot 
be found in all the public records of book 
historians. A great many of the works 
which are included in his library are not 
mentioned by Brunet, whose history of 
books was supposed to be almost absolutely 
complete. Many other of the works are not 
found in the immensely valuable collection 
in the British Museum. 

It was the intention of the Prince to com- 
plete his own catalogue on a basis which 
would have demonstrated not only the rela- 
tions of languages, “ but the lessons to be 
derived from the shading off into one an- 
other of their dialectal varieties.”” He did 
not live to accomplish this work and it has 
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fe a dictionary in Italian, Latin, and Illiric. 
It is the work of P. Ardelio, Della-Bella, 
and was published in Venice in 1728. 

A work intended to teach the Flemish 
people how to learn to speak Spanish was 
published in Amsterdam in 1648. It takes 
the form of a Spanish story told in the 
Flemish 4Manguage, with differences in the 
words and the method of constructing 
sentences pointed out. This is not in the 


British Museum, and it is the work of C.° 


Mulerius. me 

One of the most curious works which the 
royal collector ever laid hands upon is a 
complete Bible printed in a dialect of Rus- 
sia, which is the tongue of a little more 
than a handful of people. The publisher 
of this work neglected to send a copy to 
the British Museum. A valuable treatise 
on Eastern languages and of, special serv- 
ice to students is a book written in the year 
1700 by Matthew Kramer in Tuscan anil 
Roman Italian. 

A nobleman with a drawn dagger in-his 
hand occupies the first page of a work by 
Silvio Fiorrillo, which is written in the Ne- 
apolitan and Tuscan dialects, and published 
in Milan nearly three hundred yearsago. it 
is replete with comic illustrations. 

One of the presentation copies given to 
the Prince is the gospel of St. Matthew with 
notes. There were only 250 copies’of the edi- 
tion printed and the one which the Prince 
received is on thick paper, a matter which 
may seem of small moment, but which 
makes the work twice as valuable as any 
other one of the edition. 

The African languages are largely repre- 
sented in the collection, as are the lan- 
guages and dialects of many of the savage 
people of the earth. 

Among the other works which are not in 
the possessioa of the British Museum, and 
some of which are not included in the list 
given by Brunet, are a criticism on Prof. 
Vater’s ‘*‘ Language of Old Prussia,” by the 
great Polish lexicographer, S. B. Linde, pub- 
lished in 1822; a word book of Latin, Greek, 
and German phrases, published in Bohemia: 
a work of Daniel Adamus, published in 1598: 
a dictionary by the Pole, Fontanus, pub- 
lished in the year 1624, and printed in four 
languages, Bohemian, German, Latin, and 
Greek. ; : 

Something over 15,000 works in the collec- 
tion of Prince Louls are books which are 
complete in themselves. Others are in sev- 
eral volumes, while the remaining number 
are pamphlets.

On seeing his last bunch of grapes disap- 
pearing the veracious man contrived with 
infinite trouble to move to the foot of his bed, 
where he could get a view of the proceedings 
im the bathroom.

Zachariah Chandler is justly regarded as 
one of the greatest political generals of re- 
“cont years, and his management of the dra- 
matic campaign of 1876, ending with the 
inauguration of President Hayes, is one of 
the most stirring chapters of American po- 
litical history. To a large extent Chandler 
established the political methods of the pres- 
ent day, and had all the personal character- 
istics of the shrewd Yankee, combined with 
the experience incident to a business strug- 
gle in Michigan. 

His business tact brovght him much 
wealth and infinence, and these, combined ° 
with aggressiveness and an intense party 
spirit, made him the dominating influence 
in Michigan politics during war days. He 
Was one of the fightng Senators, and this 
pugnacious characteristic led te his being 
chosen Chairman of the National commit- 
tee to run the Hayes campaign. In this 
capacity Chandler was at his t. 

He was a man of surprises, as the subse-

WORSHIP PRACTICED BY A FANAT- 
| ICAL SET IN NEW MEXICO. 


| Story of an Eye-Witnenss of the Bloody 


Penance of a Tribe of “ Self-Puri- 
fiers *’ Descended from the Spanish 
Conquerors and the Native Indians 
—One Week of Each Year They 
Devote to Self-Inflicted Punish- 
ment. 


"NWN one of the valleys of Southern New 

Mexico, shut in on every side by almost 

- {impassable ravines or by burning, sandy, 

deserts, has been found the most peculiar 

and terrible of all forms of religious fanat- 

fcisem. Here a barbaric religion, strangely 

allied to Christianity, is practiced by a sect 
ef self-torturers. 

Its followers call themselves “‘ self-purt- 
fiers.” For generations fhey have lived in 
isolation, marrying and intermarrying 
among then:selves, outside the influence, al- 
most outside the knowledge of the modern 
missionary, and visited only at long intervals 
by the most daring travelers. 

The sect numbers about 600 or 700-persons, 


descendents, it is supposed, of the Spanish 
adventurers who came to the New World in 
the seventeenth century, and their native 
wives. In appearance the individuals of the 
strange tribe carry plainly marked the char- 
acteristics of both sides of their ancestry, 
and their fierce religion seems a mixture of 
the Christian fanaticism of the middle ages 


; and the superstitious worship of the native 


Indians. During fifty-one weeks of the year 
the sect is given up to a life of the grossest 
immorality; during the remaining week pen- 
ance for sin is done by barbarous methods of 
self-torture. . 

It is seldom that a white man,has wit- 
nessed the events of this week of penance, 
but last year a Georgia woman, Mrs. d. B. 
Montgomery, was present at the ceremonies. 
Being in New Mexico on a pleasure trip 
and hearing from the Indian guides almost 
incredible stories of the self-inflicted pun- 
ishment practiced by this sect, she deter- 
mined to see for herself whether there waa 
any truth in the stories. She induced her 
husband to bribe one of the Indians to guide 
them to the secluded valley. What she saw 
there is told in her own words in the New 
York Herald ? 

Women and children are exempt from the 
punishment ard remain at home during this 
week. The raen retire alone to caves or 
conceal themselves in*the ravines on Monday 
of Holy Werk to fast and otherwise prepare 
themselves for the active tortures of the lat- 
ter part of the week. These commence on 
raureses and are begun by' a march from 
their “ Fioly Tent” (or church) to a knoll 
some distance from the principal village. 


. Walk Upon Thorns.

‘* As they. came nearer I saw that the bur- 
den was a heavy cross, rudely made of the 
trunks of two young mesquite trees, tied to- 
gether with thongs, evidently of the skin of 
some animal. These crosses not only had 
‘the rough bark still left on them, but, to 
make them'more painful to carry, were in 
addition studded with rude spikes and pieces 
of flint, which at every step pierced the bare 
‘ shoulders of the unflinching penitents.

“ What these men must have suffered at 
this time I ‘do not think any words can por- 
‘tray. Some of their rites afterward were 
madder, more daring, but I do not think any- 
thing could have exceeded the agony of this 
slow, silent march, the flint-studded cross 
pressing upon their shoulders from above, 
and the maddening. prickly pear pressing 
| from beneath into the soles of their feet, 
while they inflicted upon themselves the ad- 
ditional pain of heavy blows from the raw- 
hide lash. I don’t think I ever came as near 
fainting before—nor have I since. 

Weird Musical Accompaniment. 

“The long processions of men, old and 
young, finally reached the knoll—which was 
eovered even more thickly than the path 
with prickly pear leaves and other varieties 
of cacti. Upon the top of this knoll they

half the men were able to return to their self- 
torture at the knoll—the others lay stiff and 
apparently unconscious where they had flung 
themselves the night before. ose who 
were left, however, continued their rites with 
unabated ardor. Some of them bit their 
hands and wrists until their teeth met; oth- 
ers crushed the cactus leaves in their hands 
or put them in their mouths. I shudder now 
to think of it. 

| “Barly the next morning—Sunday—the 
women came, singing merrily and clearing 
the eactus from the path with long brushes 
made from the boughs of young trees. They 
brought food and wine for the men and oint- 
ment to dress their wounds. Most of the 
men devoured the food ravenously, but some 
of them were too feeble to do more than sip 
a little wine. 

“Tater in the day those who were able 
gathered at the Holy Tent for the great feast 
and celebration of the year—strange bur- 
lesque of our Christian Easter. We stood 
near the door and watched the revelry until 
near evening, when the feast turned into a 
drunken spree.

Jewel Comes from Mexico and Was 
Found and Named the “ Cyclops ” 
by Edward J. Smith. 


A new and remarkable semi-precious stone

upon the ground and, I suppose, their physi- 
cal’ exhaustion allowed them to sle=p, in 
spite of their wounds. We, too, camped 
where we were, that we might see the rites 
the next day. | 

“ At sunrise we were aroused by the re- 
commencement of their chant, which, os the 
day wore on, became louder and wilder than 
ever. With the blood of the day before 
searcely dried upon their bodies they com- 
menced again their flagellations. 

**On this second day these fanatics were 
wildest, most frenzied of all. Temporarily 
they were undoubtedly lunatics. Their eyes 
‘rolled and gleamed; they foamed at the 
mouth. Many of them, after screaming anil 
gesticulating most frantically, flung them- 
selves upon the pile of cactus and either fe'l 
into a cataleptic state or rolled among the 
eacti, seeming to enjoy the agony. It was 
more like a scene from Dante’s Inferno than 
anything to which I can compare it.

“That night they again éach drank a

Must Have Special Batteries. 

“ We have made this experiment with the 
Faradic battery,’’ said Dr. King, “ but, to 
speak technically for a moment, the long 
period of cessation: between the ‘make’ 
and the ‘ break’ destroys the rhythm, and 
consequently thesensation is not transmit- 
ted. The European expert has prepared a 
special battery, the secret of which he still 
retains.”’ 

The process by which the rhythm of music 
is transferred through the nerves to the 
nerve center of the brain is clearly described 
by Dr. King. 

“If yeu have ever been aboard a small 
steam vessel which was being propelled at a 
high rate of speed by machinery of high 
horse power,” said Dr. King, *“ you have no 
doubt felt the unbroken or rhythmical! vibra- 
tions going through the body of the craft. 
Now a deaf person, under the condition 
cited, hears these vibrations as well as one 
whose auditory nerves are perfectly normal. 
While the sensation of listening to the music 
is accomplished on the same general princi- 
ple as I have just. described the effect on the 
deaf would be much more striking and agree- 
able, 


How Vibrations Are Felt. 


“Take, for instance, a person who has 
been deaf from birth. He immerses his hands 
in the prepared water connected with the 
phonograph. The rhythm of the music is 
conducted by the nerves locally affected to 


-the fissure Rolando in the brain, and the 


sensation is one of pleasure. Greater still 
is the pleasure experienced by one who has 
at one time had normal hearing and who has 
become deaf from some cause or another: 
If the tune selected is one with which the 
subject has been familiar, he may easily 
follow the varying changes of the music, 
and by the aid of his imagination, which in 
the deaf is unusually acute, he can thus 
enjoy the oddly conducted concert almost as 
thoroughly as if his hearing was normal.” 

While the new system of making the deaf 
hear is yet in its infancy, Dr. King says 
that seientists all over the world, himself 
included, are working untiringly with the 
electrical agent, and are sanguine of even 
— success than has already been at- 
tained.

KENNEL OF RARE DOGS IN CHICAGO. 


They Are of the Esquimau Variety and 
Were Brought to America by the 
Peary Expedition. 


A kennel of dogs which has interested 
many dog fanciers is now in this city. Mr. 
Will J. Davis, who is particularly fond of all 
the canine race and an acknowledged au- 
thority, pronounces these a rare species sel- 
dom seen in this country, the genuine Esqui- 
mau. They were brought from the arctic 
regions by Lieut. Peary on his last voyage 
from the frozen north. His intention at 
that time was to present the dogs to the 
Central Park Zoo in New York City. 

The dogs were with the exploration expedi- 
tion while it was confined to the ice regioh 
for two years and five months. During this 
time they were fed only once a week on seal 
meat when the provisions were on the down- 
ward grade, but: when plenty was in the 
storehouse it was usual to feed them three 
times a week on the sarhe diet. Since the 
arrival of the dogs in this country they have 
been fed every day, and it has been n@ticed 
by their keeper that they are not as sleek 
and handsome, nor in as good condition as 
when they first arrived. 

At the time Lieut. Peary landed, “‘ Under 
the Polar Star’’ was being played af the 
Academy of Music in New York. Naturally 
interested in a play of this nature Lfeut.

Mr. Henson states that these dogs will not 
hurt a living thing, but if they should come 
upon anything apparently lifeless they might 
devour it. This is not to say that the dogs 
are of a cowardly nature, for they are most 
heroic and are constantly fighting among 
themselves. 


tailors, as American experience in the mat- 
ter of fitting clothes to the canine form has 
been slight, but since the thing has become 
the rage they are taking rapid steps to mas- 
ter its deeper science. For the fit of a 
dog’s coat is regarded as a thing of prime im- 
portance, almost if not quite as important 
as the fit of the mistress’ dress, and were it 
to hang loosely, like a shawl over a clothes- 
horse the animyal could never be allowed in 
polite society. 

The result of New York’s effort in develop- 
ing the art of canine dressing is shown In 
the costumes to be seen on the streets and 
in the tailor shops. Here area few of them 
as reported in the New York papers: 

One perfumed animal was arrayed in a 
pearl-gray satin cloak with lilies of the 
valley embroidered round the edge to match 
the bridal gown of his young mistress on her 
wedding day. Another pampered pet whose 
mistress has just gone into mourning, wears 
a:-mourning costume of black mohair, with 
an inch wide band of crape as a border and 
a line of crape down the middle of the back. 
The dog’s name is done in somber letters on 
the sides. A small black and tan which, un- 
less unforeseen circumstances arise, is to 
be carried around the world, has a traveling 
suit of dark green broadcloth trimmed with 
black. A coat made for a high-born grey- 
hound is of golden brown Venetian cloth 
with trimmings itn dull gold. Another des- 
tined for a King Charles is of silver gray 
broadcloth, matching its mistress’ coat, 
laprobe, and livery, and trimmed with gold 
silk braid. 

Indeed, for the aristocratic canine, which 
delights in linen and fine raiment, New 
York has become a paradise om earth. In 
Chicago, however, the fad has not gained 
ground, and the dogs do not wear even as 
many clothes as the newsboys.
